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Where  Are  All  the 
Civil  War  Token 
Exhibits?

I am  no  longer  surprised,  but  really  appalled  not  to  find  Civil  War  token 
displays  at  local,  regional,  and  national  coin  shows.  We,  who  collect  Civil 
War  tokens,  are  involved  in  the  most  exciting  period  of  all  U.S.  history, 
numismatically  speaking  or  otherwise.  So  much  was  happening  at  this  time 
that  historians  around  the  world  study  this  period  on  everything  from  mili- 
tary tactics  to  finances  and  economics.  Much  of  the  history  of  this  period  is 
depicted  on  these  circular  copper  discs.  The  possibilities  of  forming  an 
interesting  and  unusual  exhibit  are  almost  too  numerous  to  mention.  With 
some  twenty  thousand  different  tokens  to  choose  from,  one  may  learn  about 
what  people  did  for  a living,  how  they  dressed,  how  they  felt,  etc. 

At  times,  I almost  feel  sorry  for  those  collectors  who  specialize  in  cents, 
nickels,  or  dimes.  Each  piece  is  almost  exactly  like  the  others,  and  yet  these 
people  put  together  exhibits  and  often  win  awards  as  well.  Something  is  not 
right. 

This  brings  me  to  the  main  point  of  this  article  which  is;  look  over  your 
collection,  organize  a part  of  it  in  a unified  fashion,  let  it  say  something 
important  and  you  have  an  exhibit.  I want  to  inspire  you  to  tap  that  creative 
spark  that  is  lying  dormant  within.  Using  a little  thought,  a little 
imagination,  some  organization,  and  some  knowledge  that  you  possess,  you 
can  create  a great  exhibit.  Remember,  Civil  War  tokens  themselves  were  a 
creative  response  to  an  economically  devastating  situation,  “What  does  one 
do  when  there  are  no  coins  to  conduct  business?” 

Perhaps  I am  a bit  luckier  than  most  because  I have  not  yet  specialized,  so 
I obtain  those  tokens  which  in  themselves  tell  a story.  I beef  up  my  exhibit 
with  some  artifacts  which  bear  on  the  topic  and  attract  attention  to  it.  My 
display  must  be  neat,  written  comments  brief,  but  articulate,  and  artistic. 
Certainly  it  must  be  accurate  and  as  complete  as  possible.  At  times  an 
exhibit  can  have  tongue-in-cheek  or  perhaps  raise  an  issue. 

My  sketches  for  exhibits  1 and  2 will  perhaps  clarify  what  I mean  in  the 
last  sentence. 

Exhibit  1 

“U.S.  Stamps  and  Coins  Did  Not  Tell  the  Civil  War  Story,  But 
. . . Patriotic  Covers  and  Civil  War  Tokens  Did! 


The  left  side  of  this  exhibit  depicts  the  rather  drab  postage  stamps  of  the 
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times,  which  denoted  busts  of  some  of  our  Revolutionary  heroes  of 
Washington,  Jefferson,  Franklin,  etc.  Our  coinage  only  depicted  Indian 
heads  and  seated  liberties.  Which  tells  us  nothing  of  the  Civil  War.  The 
rest  of  the  exhibit  acquaints  the  viewer  with  Patriotic  Civil  War 
envelopes  with  their  mid  19th  century  art  work  and  themes,  along  with 
Civil  War  tokens,  and  the  similar  story  being  told. 

Exhibit  2 

“Civil  War  Tokens  Did  Influence  U.S.  Coinage  or  Poorman’s  Patterns?” 

This  sketch  illustrates  the  point  that  when  the  US  Mint  observed  the  fact 
that  the  populace  accepted  underweight  copper  tokens,  it  was  able  to 
switch  to  copper  itself,  thereby  dropping  the  more  expensive  copper- 
nickel  cents.  The  rest  of  the  exhibit  tries  to  show  that  many  of  the  illus- 
trations found  on  Civil  War  tokens  became  later  subjects  for  US  coinage. 
For  example  I match  up  an  1883  Liberty  nickel  with  a Fuld  #32. 

No  more  sketches  from  this  point  on  — Hints  only. 

Exhibit  3 

“Monetary  Values  Were  Placed  on  Civil  War  Tokens  in  Many  Creative 
Ways  — Some  Downright  Deceptive!” 

The  tokens  assembled  for  this  display  would  have  written  on  them:  One 
Cent;  Not  One  Cent;  Hidden  in  the  stars  — “Not”  One  Cent;  IOU  One 
Cent;  United  States  Copper;  Not  One  Scent;  Our  Cent;  Millions  for  the 
Contractors,  Not  ONE  CENT  for  the  widows;  etc. 

Exhibit  4 

“What  Feelings  and  Sentiments  Were  Expressed  on  Civil  War  Tokens?” 

Here  Patriotic  Postal  Covers  make  a fitting  background  to  display  such 
thoughts  as:  Liberty  for  All;  Death  to  Traitors;  United  we  stand,  Divided 
we  fall;  Don’t  Despair;  etc. 

Exhibit  5 

“How  Did  People  Dress  in  the  Civil  War?” 

Many  tokens  picture  articles  of  dress  while  others  mention  them.  Dress 
up  the  exhibit  with  either  real  articles  of  dress  or  authentic  ads  of  the 
times. 

^Exhibit  6 

“Cooking  Was  Becoming  More  Popular  in  the  1860’s” 

Many  different  stoves  are  depicted  on  tokens  as  well  as  cooking  utensils. 
Many  storecards  make  reference  to  items  concerned  with  the  kitchen. 
Artifacts  and  ads  help  too. 
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Exhibit  7 

“Civil  War  Ghost  Towns” 

Use  an  1864  U.S.  map  pointing  out  those  towns  that  issued  Civil  War 
tokens  that  no  longer  exist.  A nice  challenge. 

Exhibit  8 

“Many  Doctors,  Dentists,  and  Lawyers  Advertised  During  the  Civil 
War” 

This  could  be  quite  interesting  from  the  viewpoint  of  these  professionals 
advertising  and  what  followed. 

Exhibit  9 

“Guinness  Exhibit  of  Civil  War  Token  Records” 

This  fun  type  of  exhibit  might  take  this  direction: 

The  largest  C.W.  token  issued. 

The  smallest  C.W.  token  issued. 

The  simplest  advertising  message.  (2  letters?) 

The  largest  number  of  words  found  on  a C.W.  token. 

The  largest  Arabic  number  found  on  a token. 

The  largest  number  of  items  for  sale  listed  by  a merchant. 

Etc.  Got  the  idea? 

Exhibit  10 

“Variations  on  a Theme” 

Complete  set  of  Oliver  Boutwell  Obverses;  Indian  heads;  etc.  “Not  one 
Cent”  types  would  be  most  interesting  to  view. 

Exhibit  11 

“How  the  Country  Dealt  With  the  Economic  Crisis  During  the  Civil 
War” 

Here  an  historical  development  leading  up  to  the  C.W.  token  itself  would 
be  developed.  (Postage  stamps,  postage  stamp  envelopes,  postal  cur- 
rency, fractional  currency,  merchant  script,  municipal  script,  bank  script, 
cardboard  chits  encased  postage  and  C.W.  Tokens. 

Exhibit  12 

“Cities  and  Towns  Issuing  Civil  War  Tokens  in  the  State  of 

A map  of  the  state  in  the  center  with  identification  of  those  places  that 
issued  Civil  War  tokens  and  at  least  one  representative  issue  from  each 
place. 

There  is  no  limit  upon  the  number  of  exhibits  possible  to  devise.  One  is 
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only  limited  by  his  imagination,  time  and  to  a degree  the  material  he  pos- 
sesses. To  prove  this  point  I will  now  just  at  random  suggest  some  titles 
that  may  be  used  to  work  up  a display.  Time  and  space  do  not  permit  me 
to  go  into  any  more  detail.

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Historically  Incongruous  and  Inconsequential  Tokens 

One  key  building  block  in  the  study  and  appreciation  of  why  collector 
strikes  were  created  using  Civil  War  token  dies  and  of  which  varieties  of 
tokens  most  logically  should  be  classified  as  collector  strikes  is  an  under- 
standing of  the  basic  economics  underlying  the  manufacture  of  Civil  War 
tokens  struck  to  be  used  as  a medium  of  exchange.  The  following  article  first 
focuses  on  how  the  system  worked  in  terms  of  the  chief  motivations  of  the 
key  participants  — the  die  sinkers,  the  issuing  merchants,  consumers 
wishing  change,  and  merchants  asked  to  accept  tokens  of  unfamiliar  or  un- 
known origin.  Second,  a conclusion  is  reached  regarding  the  status  of  official 
coins  overstruck  with  Civil  War  tokens  dies.  Third,  an  assessment  is  made  of 
the  likely  status  of  the  high-rarity  off-metal  series  of  strikes  created  from 
Civil  War  token  and  other  dies.  Fourth,  several  examples  are  discussed  of  ri- 
diculous mulings  of  Civil  War  token  dies.  Fifth,  a tentative  list  is  offered  of 
dies  which  were  most  probably  either  created  altered  or  resurrected  ex- 
clusively to  strike  new  varieties  to  sell  to  collectors  during  or  following  the 
U.S.  Civil  War. 

How  The  System  Worked 

During  the  U.S.  Civil  War,  a die  sinker  with  access  to  copper  or  brass  in 
planchet  or  other  form  normally  could  produce  1000  Civil  War  tokens  at  a 
total  cost  to  himself  of  well  under  ten  dollars.  He  then  sold  these  1000  tokens 
to  a merchant  for  somewhat  less  than  ten  dollars  (eight  dollars,  for  example). 
The  spread  between  the  die  sinker’s  total  cost  and  the  eight  dollars  re- 
presented his  profit  for  each  1000  tokens  sold  to  merchants  for  use  as  a 
medium  of  exchange.  Similarly,  the  merchant’s  profit  was  the  difference 
between  his  own  cost  (eight  dollars  per  1000  tokens  in  this  example)  and  the 
ten  dollars  he  created  over  a period  of  time  by  introducing  each  1000  tokens 
into  circulation.  The  merchant  also  benefitted  in  obtaining  a medium  of  ex- 
change during  a period  when  the  official  coinage  was  being  hoarded.  He  also 
derived  some  additional  advantage  when  advertising  of  his  business 
appeared  on  the  tokens.  Pro-Union  slogans  probably  were  placed  on  some 
tokens  because  these  sentiments  reflected  the  views  of  the  issuing  mer- 
chants or  die  sinkers;  because,  in  the  case  of  Patriotics,  such  tokens  were 
less  likely  to  return  to  the  issuing  merchant  for  redemption;  because  patrons 
could  be  encouraged  to  accept  such  tokens  in  change  as  a patriotic  gesture; 
or,  more  likely,  because  the  inclusion  of  pro-Union  slogans  on  their  tokens 
tended  to  curb  possible  interference  by  federal  authorities  in  the  activities  of 
token  manufacturers  and  token  issuing  merchants. 

The  patron  of  the  token  issuing  merchant  accepted  tokens  in  change 
probably  largely  because  he  had  no  more  attractive  alternative.  His  options 
were  (1)  to  make  purchases  in  sums  which  required  no  change,  (2)  to  accept 
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some  form  cf  ^r^dit  for  money  already  paid,  exclusive  with  each  merchant 
where  he  traded,  (3)  to  take  his  change  in  some  form  of  money  substitute 
other  than  metal,  such  as  paper  or  cardboard  currency  when  available,  or  (4) 
to  accept  tokens.  Merchants  in  some  parts  of  the  country  were  doubtless 
cautious  in  accepting  tokens  issued  by  merchants  unknown  to  them  or 
tokens  of  unspecified  origin  (so-called  Patriotic  tokens,  for  example).  It  is 
likely  that  in  such  cases,  these  tokens  of  unfamiliar  or  unknown  origin  were 
sometimes  accepted  only  at  a discount,  depending  largely  on  the  relative 
scarcity  of  official  coinage  in  the  area  and  on  the  willingness  of  other  patrons 
to  accept  such  tokens  in  change. 

Official  Coins  Overstruck  With  Civil  War  Token  Dies 

It  is  highly  probable  that  virtually  all  Indian  Head  cents  overstruck  with 
Civil  War  token  dies  were  issued  exclusively  for  sale  to  collectors,  rather 
than  for  use  as  a medium  of  exchange.  The  die  sinker  who  struck  such  pieces 
would  indeed  have  been  foolhardy  to  have  sold  such  coins  to  a merchant  for 
less  than  or  even  at  face  value  because  his  cost  would  have  been  one  cent  for 
each  planchet  plus  the  cost  of  labor,  use  of  striking  equipment,  and  other 
overhead  expenses.  Likewise  the  merchant  would  have  been  foolish  to  pay 
more  than  or  even  full  face  value  for  such  coins  when  he  had  the  ready  alter- 
native of  purchasing  normal  (not  made  by  overstriking  official  coins)  tokens 
at  less  than  ten  dollars  per  thousand.  These  same  arguments  apply  to  the 
overstriking  with  Civil  War  token  dies  of  U.S.  dimes  and  other  official  coins, 
both  U.S.  and  foreign.  The  logical  conclusion  of  this  line  of  reasoning  is  that 
it  made  very  little  sense  to  use  official  coins  for  planchets  of  tokens  struck  to 
be  used  as  a medium  of  exchange  during  the  U.S.  Civil  War.  Why  then  were 
these  prices  struck? 

In  light  of  the  voracious  quest  for  new  varieties  of  tokens  durm  * and 
following  the  U.S.  Civil  War  by  contemporary  collectors  such  as  „ N.T. 
Levick,  it  made  a lot  of  sense  for  die  sinkers  to  strike  all  manner  of  oddities, 
including  overstrikes,  each  in  very  limited  quantity  for  sale  at  \bd  or  more 
per  token.  Such  enterprise  not  only  afforded  the  die  sinker  a handsome 
profit,  but  also  was  quite  legal.  This  is  not  to  imply  that  all  overstrikes  using 
Civil  War  token  dies  are  collector  strikes.  106/432  struck  over  the  small  di- 
ameter variety  of  Brimelow  card  is  an  excellent  example  of  an  overstrike 
most  probably  issued  for  circulation  purposes. 

The  Likely  Status  of  High-Rarity  Off-Metal  Series  of  Strikes 

As  collector  demand  grew  for  new  varieties  of  Civil  War  tokens,  die 
sinkers  of  that  period  were  faced  with  the  problem  of  creating  many,  many 
new  varieties.  Some  ingenious  person  — and  we  shall  probably  never  know 
for  certain  who  it  was  — began  to  strike  pieces  from  Civil  War  token  dies 
using  a number  of  metals  other  than  those  normally  used  for  specimens 
struck  to  be  used  as  a medium  of  exchange.  This  seemingly  simple  idea  per- 
mitted the  creation  of  upwards  of  eight  new  varieties  from  only  one  new 
muling,  and  greatly  enhanced  the  profit  potential  of  such  activities.  The  fact 
that  some  of  these  off-metal  planchets  cost  more  than  copper  or  brass  plan- 
chets, as  was  clearly  the  case  when  silver  was  used,  was  of  little  concern 
since  newly  struck  anomalies  could  each  be  sold  at  15 <t  or  more  (most  likely 
considerably  more  in  the  case  of  silver).  The  creation  of  new  varieties  of  col- 
lector strikes  in  off-metals  provided  a profit  per  token  vastly  greater  than 
could  be  obtained  from  filling  orders  for  tokens  at  less  than  one  cent  each. 
Such  an  interpretation  of  events  is  consistent  with  the  fact  that  the  high- 
rarity  (R-7  and  higher)  off-metal  series  of  strikes  are  nearly  always  found  in 
uncirculated  condition.  Those  specimens  of  less  than  uncirculated  condition 
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of  high-rarity  off-metal  series  of  strikes,  which  are  very  infrequently  en- 
countered, most  probably  either  have  been  mishandled  or  improperly  stored 
by  their  owners  over  the  years,  or  are  escapes. 

For  example,  the  427/472  series,  which  includes  fewer  than  twenty 
specimens  each  in  C,  Br,  N,  C-N,  GS,  WM,  L,  and  S. 

The  multi-metal  series  of  collector  strikes  of  Civil  War  tokens  are  most 
evident  in  the  Patriotic  catalogue.  Sinkers  of  store  cards  in  a number  of 
eastern  states  also  struck  numerous  multi-metal  series  of  collector  strikes. 
The  states  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  and  New  Jersey  are 
prominent  in  this  regard.  In  a number  of  the  western  states,  off-metal  col- 
lector strikes  were  largely  limited  to  copper  nickel  and  zinc  varieties,  with  an 
occasional  white  metal,  silver,  or  other  off-metal  variety.  The  states  of 
Indiana,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Michigan,  Missouri,  Ohio,  Tennessee,  and 
Wisconsin  stand  out  in  this  respect. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  all  off-metal  strikes  using  Civil  War  token  dies  were 
collector  strikes,  as  such  is  clearly  not  the  case.  Anyone  who  has  had  the 
pleasure  of  sorting  through  large  accumulations  of  circulated  Civil  War 
tokens  has  probably  encountered  some  of  the  following  off-metal  varieties, 
for  example:  The  common  lead  varieties  of  Wm.  Thierbach  and  William 
Hastings  of  New  York  City  (630  BX-lg,  630  BX-2g,  and  630  Al-lg).  67/372  in 
C-N,  127/177  in  nickel,  and  Eastman  National  Business  College  of 
Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.  in  C-N  (760  A-ld).  Less  common  varieties  of  off-metal 
tokens  most  probably  struck  to  be  used  as  a medium  of  exchange  include 
4/354  in  lead,  and  Watson’s  T Store  (New  York  630  CF-lg)  also  in  lead. 

It  is  also  not  intended  to  limit  the  stigma,  in  cases  of  a single  die  com- 
bination involving  rare  varieties  in  many  metals,  exclusively  to  the  off-metal 
strikes.  In  many,  many  instances  a very  limited  number,  usually  less  than  20 
specimens,  of  this  newly  created  die  combination  were  also  struck  in  copper 
and  in  brass  solely  for  sale  to  collectors.  A random  opening  of  the  Patriotic 
catalogue  listing  is  likely  to  reveal  at  least  several;  for  example,  188/435  in 
both  copper  and  brass,  and  198/360  in  both  copper  and  brass.  Copper  and 
brass  collector  strikes  are  also  sometimes  encountered  without  their  usual 
off-metal  colleagues.  Notable  examples  in  this  regard  are  the  high  rarity 
Lamphear  strikes  of  the  firm’s  own  card  which  occupy  several  pages  of 
listing  in  the  Civil  War  store  card  catalogue. 

Ridiculous  Mulings  Using  Civil  War  Token  Dies 

The  voracious  manufacture  of  new  mulings  of  tokens  both  during  and 
following  the  U.S.  Civil  War  led  to  the  creation  of  some  highly  incongruous 
products.  For  example,  Lincoln  die  506  was  muled  with  pro-Confederate  dies 
513  and  514.  Die  508,  which  portrays  John  Breckenridge,  the  southern 
Democrat  presidential  candidate  in  the  campaign  of  1860,  was  muled  with 
pro-Union  die  512.  The  muling  of  die  506  with  die  508  represents  something 
of  a zenith  in  the  creation  of  historically  irrelevant  varieties.  Such  a muling, 
unless  intended  as  a flipper  — an  unlikely  possibility  since  there  were  four 
presidential  candidates  in  the  campaign  of  1860  — is  a farce,  on  a par  with 
Woodward’s  Asses  Running  for  Half  Pence  tokens.  The  Wealth  of  the  South 
and  other  series  by  True  are  rife  with  examples  of  indiscriminate  muling. 
The  existence  of  such  mulings  is  unfortunate  from  the  perspective  of  anyone 
attempting  to  study  the  history  underlying  and  associated  with  Civil  War 
tokens. 

Questionable  Dies 

When  the  quest  for  new  varieties  was  probably  in  full  heat  new  dies  were 
both  created,  altered,  and  resurrected  exclusively  to  create  new  varieties  for 
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sale  to  collectors.  Such  activities  probably  occurred  both  during  and  follow- 
ing the  Civil  War.  Which  dies  should  most  logically  be  placed  in  this 
classification?  While  definitive  proof  regarding  newly  created  or  altered  dies 
would  be  next  to  impossible  to  obtain,  dies  which  appear  to  be  likely  candi- 
dates for  such  a classification  would  include: 

Patriotic  dies:  # 100,  113,  114,  139,  184,  190,  253,  282,  283,  284,  287,  472,  476,  477,  481 
through  492,  493A,  493B. 

Store  Card  dies:  K 1141,  1150A,  1154,  1182,  1191,  1193,  1213,  1285. 


REPORT  ON  CWTS  AUCTION  #31 

The  344  lots  that  comprised  auction  31  attracted  49  bidders  who  sub- 
mitted 946  bids.  Since  a large  quantity  of  the  lots  were  of  the  more  common 
rarities,  the  gross  sales  of  $1800  represents  an  excellent  response,  and  the 
Society  treasury  should  net  approximately  $150.  No  question  about  the 
most  popular  lot  — nearly  half  of  the  bidders  expressed  an  interest  in  lot 
#290,  an  R5  Lincoln/ Johnson  double  headed  patriotic.  The  Stephen  A. 
Douglas  patriotic,  lot  #299,  was  a distant  second.

Albany  after  the  domine’s  death.  In  later  generations,  Bogardus 
descendants  moved  from  Albany  to  Syracuse,  western  New  York,  and 
eventually  to  the  mid-West.  W.H.  Bogardus  arrived  in  North  Prairie  about 
1852  when  the  community  opened  its  first  railroad  station  and  post  office. 
Although  the  railroad  ran  only  between  Madison  and  Milwaukee,  it  carried 
the  name  Milwaukee  and  Mississippi  Railroad. 

The  only  available  references  to  the  merchant  connected  with  Wisconsin 
CWT  550A  are  sketchy.  The  Waukesha  County  History  published  in  1880 
stated  that  “twenty-five  years  ago  Mr.  Bogardus  was  a well-to-do  merchant 
in  North  Prairie,  but  he  ceased  operations  (there)  many  years  ago.”  When  he 
left  North  Prairie  is  not  known,  but  it  had  to  be  sometime  after  1863  when 
his  Civil  War  Token  advertised  him  as  a “Dealer  in  Dry  Goods,  Groceries, 
and  Hardware.” 
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Hetrich  and  Guttag  in  the  introduction  to  their  book  Civil  War  Tokens 
and  Tradesmen’s  Store  Cards  are  the  source  of  an  often  repeated  story 
about  Gustavus  Lindenmueller  and  his  tokens.  “It  is  said  that  the  Third 
Avenue  Railroad  of  New  York  requested  Lindenmueller  to  redeem  a large 
number  of  his  tokens,  which  they  had  accepted  in  the  course  of  business,  but 
this  he  laughingly  refused  to  do.  The  railroad  had  no  redress,  and  it  is 
probable  that  incidents  of  this  character  forced  the  Government  to  put  a 
stop  to  their  issue.  This  was  done  by  the  passage  of  an  act  of  Congress  in 
1864,  forbidding  private  individuals  to  issue  any  form  of  money.” 

By  implication  Lindenmueller  is  cast  as  a shyster  of  sorts  in  this  story. 
Assuming  that  the  first  part  of  the  story  regarding  Lindenmueller’s  re- 
sponse is  true,  Mr.  Lindenmueller  had  ample  reason  to  laugh  in  light  of  a 
number  of  considerations  pertinent  to  the  situation. 

First,  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad  had  knowingly  accepted  tokens  which 
were  illegally  in  circulation.  On  July  17,  1862,  Congress  had  passed  and  Lin- 
coln had  signed  into  law  a bill  one  section  of  which  forbade  any  “private  cor- 
poration, banking  association,  firm,  or  individual”  to  put  in  circulation  notes 
or  tokens  of  any  character  for  sums  less  than  one  dollar.  Lindenmueller  and 
other  token-issuing  merchants  had  openly  thwarted  that  law  in  placing  their 
tokens  into  circulation.  However,  we  know  of  no  instance  in  which  the  law  of 
July  17,  1862  was  enforced.  Lindenmueller  undoubtedly  knew  that  refusal  to 
redeem  his  tokens  in  no  way  broke  the  law,  and  was  laughing  at  the  plight  of 
the  Third  Avenue  Railroad  which  had  knowingly  accepted  the  tokens  but 
had  failed  to  pass  them  along  in  the  course  of  business. 

Second,  the  railroad  could  not  have  selected  a more  inappropriate  person 
for  their  request  among  the  token-issuing  merchants  of  New  York  City.  Un- 
like the  bulk  of  tokens  issued  during  the  U.S.  Civil  War,  Lindenmueller’s 
were  of  full  weight  relative  to  the  official  copper  nickel  cents  of  the  period.  In 
this  respect,  the  underweight  tokens  of  New  York  City  merchants  such  as 
H.M.  Lane,  Story  and  Southworth,  or  Thomas  White,  to  name  only  a few,

would  have  been  more  appropriate  targets.  Lindenmueller’s  laugh  may  well 
have  had  these  other  merchants  and  their  underweight  tokens  in  mind. 

Third,  a request  for  redemption  by  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad  was  ludi- 
crous in  light  of  the  alternative  forms  of  value  which  they  could  reasonably 
have  expected  to  receive  in  exchange.  We  have  no  idea  of  the  form  of  ex- 
change in  which  the  Third  Avenue  Railroad  requested  redemption.  If  they 
requested  copper  nickel  cents  or  other  official  specie,  Lindenmueller  had 
good  reason  to  laugh  because  both  parties  knew  full  well  that  hard  currency 
simply  was  not  available,  extensive  hoarding  having  drained  it  from  circula- 
tion. If,  alternatively,  the  railroad  requested  redemption  in  the  form  of 
official  fractional  currency  or  greenbacks,  here  too  Lindenmueller  had  good 
reason  to  laugh  because  the  railroad  would  in  effect  have  been  exchanging 
full  weight  unofficial  metal  cents  for  irredeemable  paper  currency.  The  Fed- 
eral Government  was  refusing  to  redeem  its  own  fractional  postage  currency 
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at  the  time,  even  from  its  own  agents,  and  greenbacks  had  no  legal  specie 
backing. 

In  light  of  the  railroad’s  acceptance  of  but  failure  to  recirculate  his  tokens, 
the  full  weight  of  his  tokens  relative  to  the  bulk  of  other  Civil  War  token 
issues,  and  the  lack  of  availability  of  specie  and  the  irredeemable  character 
of  official  paper  currency  which  might  have  been  exchanged  for  his  tokens, 
Gustavus  Lindenmueller’s  laugh  certainly  was  not  one  of  defiance  or  of  per- 
sonal embarrassment.  Rather,  he  was  most  probably  laughing  at  the  irony 
of  the  situation  — a situation  in  part  created  by  his  own  actions  as  an  issuer 
of  tokens,  but  also  by  the  actions  and  inactions  of  the  Third  Avenue  Rail- 
road and  of  the  Federal  Government. 

One  wonders  what  the  nature  of  the  accompanying  laughter  would  be  to- 
day if  one  were  to  approach  a high  official  of  the  U.S.  government  and  re- 
quest redemption  of  any  of  its  monetary  issues.

COLONIAL  DESCENDANTS 

By  Bob  O’Brien 


Colonial  America  had  its  beginnings  in  religiously  directed  communities. 
Two  of  the  earliest  leaders  of  these  settlements  were  Pastor  John  Robinson 
of  Plymouth  Colony  fame  and  Everardus  Bogardus  of  the  Dutch  community 
in  New  Amsterdam.  Both  of  these  clergymen,  who  had  so  much  in  common, 
were  to  have  dissimilar  descendants  who  would  be  listed  on  Civil  War 
Tokens.  Robinson’s  lineal  descendant  was  Yankee  Robinson,  the  well 
publicized  master  showman  (see  Journal  Vol.  9 pp  92-97  “Yankee  Robinson, 
Portrait  of  a Showman”  by  Bill  Massey.)  The  Bogardus  descendant  was 
W.M.  of  North  Prairie,  Wisconsin,  a person  about  whom  little  is  known. 

John  Robinson  studied  at  Cambridge  University  and  moved  with  his 
followers  to  Leyden  in  Holland,  where  in  1609  he  was  ordained  as  pastor  and 
William  Brewster  as  the  chief  elder.  Robinson  was  admitted  to  the 
University  of  Leyden;  whether  he  or  Brewster  ever  met  Bogardus  there  is 
not  known.  We  do  know  that  the  majority  of  the  separatist  band  were  not 
ready  to  leave  for  the  New  World,  and  that  he  reluctantly  stayed  behind, 
placing  the  pilgrims  under  the  direction  of  Elder  William  Brewster.  On  July 
21,  1620  John  Robinson  preached  the  farewell  sermon  to  those  of  his 
congregation  who  were  to  sail  on  the  Mayflower  from  the  Plymouth  Colony. 

Everart  Bogaert  was  born  into  a middle  class  Dutch  family.  When  he 
matriculated  at  the  University  of  Leyden  he  took  the  Latinized  form  of  his 
original  name,  changing  it  to  Everardus  Bogardus.  Persons  in  the  United 
States  carrying  the  Bogardus  name  are  descendants  of  this  domine 
(Reverend)  Everardus.  After  serving  for  five  years  as  chaplain  with  the 
Dutch  West  Indies  Company,  he  moved  to  New  Amsterdam  in  1633  as  the 
first  full-time  clergyman.  Four  years  later  he  married  a wealthy  widow, 
Anneke  Jans,  said  by  family  tradition  to  be  the  favorite  granddaughter  of 
William  the  Silent,  founder  of  the  Dutch  monarchy  and  defender  of  the 
Protestants.  He  established  himself  as  an  effective  administrator- 
clergyman,  and  was  a major  leader  in  the  community.  In  1647  when  enroute 
to  report  on  the  New  Amsterdam  congregation  to  the  Dutch  Reformed 
Church  headquarters  in  the  Netherlands,  he  was  shipwrecked  and  died  off 
the  coast  of  Wales. 

Anneke  Jans  Bogardus  and  her  children  moved  from  New  Amsterdam  to

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THE  MYSTERY  OF 
WHITE  AND  SWANN

My  quest  for  knowledge  regarding  the  firm  of  White  & Swann  from 
Huntsville,  Alabama,  was  recently  spurred  when  I acquired  my  first  token 
from  that  town.  It’s  an  ALA  425A-9e  that  I purchased  from  Jack  Detwiler. 
At  that  time  he  suggested  I conduct  some  research  on  the  White  & Swann 
firm  since  very  little  is  known  about  it.  He  also  gave  me  several  suggestions 
to  help  me  get  started.  The  search  for  information  began  by  writing  to  the 
Heritage  Room  at  the  Huntsville  Public  Library.  After  a month  of  waiting 
for  a reply,  I called  and  talked  to  Annewhite  Thomas  who  had  been  working 
on  my  “case”.  There  was  no  White  & Swann  in  the  1860  city  directory,  and 
all  the  volumes  from  1861  through  1904  had  been  destroyed.  Ms.  Thomas 
had  also  checked  all  available  newspapers  from  1860-1870  and  found  no 
White  & Swann  advertisements.  She  admitted  that  she  held  out  little  hope 
for  finding  any  additional  information,  but  she  was  willing  to  follow  any 
leads  I could  give  her.  It  seems  the  name  White  & Swann  sounded  familiar  to 
Ms.  Thomas  when  she  received  my  request,  and  later  she  remembered  there 
is  a White  Swan  Laundry  in  Huntsville  today.  She  did  suggest  I try  the 
archives  building  in  Montgomery  for  more  information.  I thanked  her  for 
her  help  and  began  plotting  my  next  move.  Two  days  later  I found  time  for 
a trip  to  the  archives  building  where  I requested  all  Huntsville  city 
directories  from  1860-1900.  To  my  disappointment  there  were  only  two  of 
these  dates  available:  1860  and  1896.  There  were  no  Swanns  listed  in  either 
directory,  and  the  Whites  were  as  follows:

This  information  did  not  satisfy  me  either,  so  I went  downstairs  to  the 
civil  archives  division  where  I requested  and  received  all  the  available 
Huntsville  city  newspapers  from  1860-1882.  The  volumes  were  not  nearly 
complete,  but  I was  satisfied  with  what  I felt  to  be  a representative  sample 
of  the  23  year  span.  There  was  no  advertisement  or  mention  of  any  one 
named  Swann,  and  the  only  Whites  were:

When  I left  the  archives  building  I was  convinced  that  I had  exhausted  my 
local  resources  for  solving  the  mystery  of  White  & Swann.  Then  came  one 
last  ray  of  hope.  I mentioned  my  research  efforts  to  a fellow  Alabamian, 
Phillip  Young.  It  seems  Phillip’s  grandfather,  Mr.  Phillip  G.  Upton,  was 
born  in  Huntsville  and  has  lived  there  since  the  turn  of  the  century  He 
enjoys  spending  his  spare  time  studying  Huntsville  history  and  touring 
local  cemetaries.  Phillip  was  going  to  visit  his  grandfather  that  weekend  and 
promised  to  inquire  about  White  & Swann.  Mr.  Upton  was  indeed  a wealth 
of  information  concerning  the  history  of  Huntsville,  but  unfortunately  he 
knew  of  no  White  & Swann.  He  also  remembered  the  White  Swan  Laundry, 
but  did  not  feel  that  it  was  related  to  our  White  & Swann  even  though  he 
remembers  the  laundry  as  existing  since  1900.  Mr.  Upton  remembered 
several  prominent  Whites,  including  one  who  fought  in  the  Civil  War,  but  no 
Swanns  at  all. 

Basically,  Mr.  Upton  simply  supported  my  suspicions  that  White  & 
Swann  probably  were  not  Southern  merchants  and  more  than  likely  were 
Northern  sutlers.  I came  to  this  tentative  decision  since  I found  no  directory 
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listing,  newspaper  advertisement,  or  local  knowledge  of  White  & Swann. 

I have  presented  the  results  of  my  research  and  each  of  you  may  draw 
your  own  conclusion.  Peronally,  I will  withhold  my  final  decision  until  I 
check  the  Huntsville  city  directories  of  1861-1864.  The  problem,  of  course,  is 
locating  those  directories.  Any  suggestions  you  can  offer  to  assist  me  in  this 
research  effort  will  be  greatly  appreciated.  A special  thanks  goes  to  Jack 
Detwiler  for  helping  me  to  get  started  on  this  project,  and  to  Annewhite 
Thomas,  Phillip  G.  Young,  and  Mr.  Phillip  G.  Upton  for  their  enthusiastic 
assistance.

I’m  a history  freak  any- 
way, the  Civil  War  Centennial  was  a big  deal  and  the  tokens  expressed  some 
cleverly-worded  patriotic  sentiments.  Even  better,  they  were  matched  pairs 
of  the  spool  and  spot  and  be  and  by  varieties.  And  AU  or  better  to  boot!  At 
$1.25  apiece,  here  was  a field  I could  afford  to  get  into.  I was  hooked.

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Soup  to  Nuts 
at  Washington 
Market 


Werner  Mayer’s  nostalgic  articles 
on  the  vanished  mansions  and 
restaurants  of  Victorian  New  York 
bring  to  mind  another  lost  land- 
mark of  Manhattan’s  bygone 
days— Washington  Market. 

The  market  lives  on  in  collectors’ 
cabinets,  symbolized  by  George 
Glaubrecht’s  well-utilized  store- 
card, N.Y.  630CC.  The  haughty  tur- 
key shown  on  the  obverse  and  the 
succulent  vegetables  on  the  reverse 
probably  portray  the  types  of  farm 
produce  typically  bought  and  sold 
at  Washington  Market  during  its 
heyday. 

Washington  Market  was  built  in 
1833  and  occupied  an  entire  city 
block  on  Manhattan’s  Lower  West 
Side,  betwen  Washington,  West, 
Fulton  and  Vesey  Sts.  It  was  con- 
stantly busy,  well  before  dawn 
every  day,  as  perishable  products 
arrived  in  farmers’  wagons  and 
freight  cars,  passing  to  jobbers, 
wholesalers,  retailers  and  con- 
sumers. 

“The  sales  begin  between  four 
and  five  o’clock  in  the  morning.  The 
first  comers  are  the  caterers  for  the 
hotels,  the  restaurants,  the  fashion- 
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able  boarding  houses  and  the  man- 
sions of  the  rich,  and  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  corner  groceries  and 
provision  stores.  These  latter 
charge  their  own  customers  an  ad- 
vance from  25%-50%  on  the  market 
rates.  Prices  are  high  at  this  hour, 
and  the  best  the  market  affords  is 
quickly  disposed  of.  The  hotels  and 
restaurants  leave  standing  orders 
with  the  dealers,  but  always  send 
their  caterers  to  see  that  th 
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cuted.  ‘Market  men  have  to  be 
watched,’  say  the  caterers. 

“As  the  morning  advances,  prices 
decline.  The  dealers  have  reaped 
their  harvest,  and  can  afford  to  fall 
on  what  is  left.  Now  come  those 
whose  means  compel  them  to  be 
content  with  indifferent  fare.  With 
them  is  seen  a perfect  torrent  of 
boarding-house  keepers,  who  are 
too  smart  to  come  when  the  prices 
are  high  and  the  articles  good  and 
fresh.  Others,  too,  the  dealers  will 
tell  you,  are  independently  weathy, 
some  are  said  to  be  millionaires. 
They  are  niggardly  as  to  their 
tables,  though  they  make  great 
show  in  other  respects,  and  they 
will  haggle  over  the  last  penny. 
Last  of  all,  towards  10  o’clock,  and 
later,  come  the  poor  to  purchase 
what  is  left.  God  help  them!  It  is  no 
wonder  the  death  rate  is  large  in 


this  class.” 

Years  later,  Washington  Market 
became  a place  where  foods  from 
many  countries  were  offered  for 
sale.  The  American  Guide,  publish- 
ed by  WPA  in  1939,  said  that  the 
international  food  vendors  in  the 
market  offered  “caviar  from  Si- 
beria, Gorgonzola  cheese  from 
Italy,  hams  from  Flanders,  sardines 
from  Norway,  English  partridge, 
native  quail,  squabs,  wild  ducks, 
and  pheasants;  also  fresh  sword- 
fish, frogs’  legs,  brook  trout,  pom- 
panos,  red  snapper,  codfish  tongues 
and  cheeks,  bluefish  cheeks,  and 
venison  and  bear  steaks.” 

The  market  has  since  been  torn 
down  to  make  way  for  ramps  of  the 
West  Side  Highway.  Immediately 
south  of  the  former  site  stands  the 
World  Trade  Center. 
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Why  A Coin  Shortage  Developed 
During  The  Civil  War 

by  Sterling  A.  Rachootin 

To  better  understand  the  American  temperament  towards  monetary 
issues  one  must  understand  what  it  was  that  Americans  were  subjected  to  in 
their  history.  Americans,  being  a colonial  people,  were  placed  in  the  position 
of  existing  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mother  Country.  They  were  not  permitted 
to  coin  money,  nor  even  have  enough  to  circulate  for  everyday  commerce. 
Instead  they  were  forced  to  barter,  deal  in  wampum  (Indian  beads),  beaver 
furs,  tobacco,  and  later  were  granted  the  distinction  of  being  the  first 
colonial  people  who  could  deal  with  paper  currency  only.  Any  bits  of  metal, 
nails,  or  foreign  coins,  yes,  even  buttons,  were  welcome  types  of  monetary 
exchanges  for  the  colonists.  But  the  worst  situation  the  colonists  had  to  en- 
dure was  the  Revolutionary  War  Period,  when  the  worthless  Continental 
notes  had  to  be  accepted  for  debts.  And  the  British  during  these  times  en- 
gaged in  counterfeiting,  which  even  further  debased  American  paper  notes. 
So  not  forgetting  the  past,  Americans  made  certain  that  paper  money  would 
not  circulate  in  its  early  history  as  a medium  of  exchange  for  legal  tender. 

From  the  first  official  minted  U.S.  coin  in  1787,  the  Fugio  Cent,  to  1857, 
the  U.S.  government  did  not  issue  any  paper  currency,  but  minted  only  gold, 
silver,  and  copper  coinage.  During  this  time,  the  U.S.  was  unable  to  provide 
sufficient  coinage  for  the  population,  who  then  had  to  depend  on  foreign 
coinage  to  manage  their  affairs,  especially  Mexican  coinage.  The  silver 
Mexican  8 reales  piece  became  the  basis  for  the  American  dollar  and  its  sub- 
sidiary coins  in  turn  were  widely  utilized  by  the  Americans.  Eight  reales  was 
accepted  as  the  dollar,  4 reales  was  the  half  dollar,  2 reales  the  quarter,  1 real 
equaled  12  Vi  cents,  and  the  Vi  real  was  6V * cents.  With  so  much  Mexican 
coinage  circulating  in  the  U.S.,  it  doesn’t  take  too  much  imagination  to 
make  the  connection  with  why  the  3 cent  piece  came  into  being,  as  I don’t 
buy  the  idea  that  the  postage  stamp  was  the  reason  for  the  time,  just  as 
the  quarter  matched  the  2 reales  or  2 bits  of  Mexican  coinage,  so  did  the  3 
cer  t piece  fit  into  the  existing  monetary  situation.  We  find  early  “Broken 
Batik”  notes  with  denominations  of  12  Vi  and  6lA  cents,  as  well  as  Mexican 
coinage  pictured  on  some  private  bank  issues. 

1 857  was  a big  year  in  American  monetary  history.  This  was  the  year  that 
the:  mint  finally  had  reached  that  point  in  time  when  foreign  coins  no  longer 
needed  to  be  recognized  in  commerce  and  there  was  an  adequate  amount  of 
American  made  coins  to  suffice.  We  can  thank  the  Industrial  Revolution,  as 
wekl  as  the  great  California  Gold  Rush  for  making  this  possible. 

For  several  years  conditions  were  stable,  then  the  Civil  War  began.  The 
government  needed  great  sums  of  money  to  equip  the  armed  forces  and  get 
on  a War  economy.  Gold  and  silver  were  needed  to  engage  in  foreign  trade 
and  stabilize  the  home  economy.  Instead  of  relying  on  taxation,  the  govern- 
ment issued  $30,000,000  in  paper  demand  notes  in  1861.  These  notes  were 
not  legal  tender,  but  they  could  be  redeemed  in  coin  on  demand.  These  notes 
backfired  and  began  circulating  which  they  were  not  meant  to  do,  and  the 
government  had  to  call  them  in.  Before  they  all  could  be  redeemed,  specie

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Hugo  Wellenkamp:

One  of  the  best-known  thoroghfares  in  New  York  City  during  the  late 
1700s  and  all  of  the  1800s  was  the  Bowery.  It  was  only  two  miles  in  length, 
but  it  surpassed  Broadway  as  one  of  the  most  widely  traveled  and  important 
roads  in  the  state. 

During  Dutch  rule,  the  road  was  known  as  Bouwery  Lane,  but  it  was  later 
anglicized  to  Bowery  Lane.  It  then  became  known  as  Bowery  Road  and  still 
later  as  “The  Bowery.” 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  18th  century  and  part  of  the  19th  century, 
the  Bowery  Rd.  was  an  important  link  in  the  Boston  Post  Road,  which  had 
its  origin  at  Broadway  and  Ann  St.,  then  turned  east  into  Chatham  Rd., 
down  to  Chatham  Square.  From  the  square  the  Post  Road  turned  north  onto 
Bowery  and  continued  northward  to  Boston,  for  a total  distance  of  274- 
miles. 

Bowery  Village  was  a rustic  area  located  along  Bowery  La.  during  Dutch 
rule  and  for  a number  of  years  thereafter.  The  village  was  located  a short  dis- 
tance from  New  York  City  and  consisted  of  a number  of  large  estates  and 
farms.  As  New  York  City  grew,  it  gradually  encrouched  upon  The  Bowery 
and  resulted  in  the  gradual  break-up  of  the  estates  and  farms  into  shops  and 
homes.  Roads  were  cut  through  the  area,  connecting  all  of  the  Bowery  with 
the  rest  of  New  York  City.  Prior  to  1830,  it  was  a desirable  place  to  live. 
Gradually,  the  area  deteriorated  into  one  of  the  least  desired  residential  sec- 
tions. 

By  1860,  The  Bowery  had  undergone  a complete  transformation.  It  had 
the  appearance  of  a carnival  midway.  The  street  was  lined  with  shooting  gal- 
leries, cheap  hotels,  bars,  concert  saloons,  dance  halls,  etc.  The  street  was 
crowded  with  tourists  year-round,  mingling  with  the  residents  and  street 
vendors.  These  vendors  sold  many  items:  Sliced,  iced  watermelon;  hot  corn; 
and,  oysters  which  sold  for  one-cent  each  with  or  without  hot  sauce.  The 
population  of  the  area  was  predominately  German  and  Irish.  Most  of  the 
street  signs  were  written  in  German. 

The  Bowery  was  now  served  by  the  railroad,  the  New  York  and  Harlem 
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Railroad,  and  several  omnibus  lines.  Fares  were  a nickel.  This  convenient 
and  cheap  transportation  contributed  to  the  popularity  of  The  Bowery  with 
the  working  class  of  New  York  City.  Saturday  night  was  the  busiest  time  of 
the  week;  it  was  payday  and  many  people  came  to  The  Bowery  for  an  even- 
ing of  inexpensive  entertainment. 

There  were  many  concert  saloons  located  along  The  Bowery,  the  largest 
and  most  popular  were  German.  Several  of  the  better-known  concert  saloons 
were:  The  Atlantic  Garden  (Fuld  630 A)  at  50  Bowery;  The  Odeon  Theater 
and  Saloon,  operated  by  Gustavus  Lindenmueller  (Fuld  630AQ-69);  and,  the 
German  Winter  Garden.  The  customers  of  the  cheaper  concert  saloons  were 
served  by  scantily-dressed  saloon  girls,  who  were  generally  paid  a per- 
centage of  the  drinks  they  sold. 

It  is  during  this  period  that  we  find  Hugo  Wellenkamp  listed  in  Trows 
Directory  (1863-64)  as  a saloonkeeper  located  at  53  Bowery.  His  saloon  was 
opposite  The  Atlantic  Garden,  located  at  50  Bowery,  between  Bayard  and 
Canal  St.  In  previous  years,  Hugo  Wellenkamp  had  operated  saloons  at 
other  Bowery  locations.  In  1859,  his  saloon  was  located  at  183  Chatham  St. 
Wellenkamp  then  moved  to  210  Williams  St.  in  1860,  and  he  appeared  at  57 
1/2  Bowery  in  1862. 

Wellenkamp ’s  Colosseum  was  in  all  likelihood  a small  concert  saloon  with 
saloon  girls  and  a small  band  for  dancing.  Trows  Directory  of  1864  no  longer 
lists  Hugo  Wellenkamp,  but  instead  lists  his  widow  as  residing  at  57 
Forsyth  St.,  New  York  City. 

From  the  above  information,  it  can  be  deduced  that  the  Hugo  Wellenkamp 
storecard,  listed  as  Miller  and  Adams  #946-47,  is  a legitimate  Civil  War 
storecard.  The  card  is  additionally  listed  in  Fuld  in  his  Token  Collector's 
Pages  as  a possible  Civil  War  storecard,  having  come  from  the  sale  of  an 
1863  collection  belonging  to  Dr.  George  R.  Bond. 

The  token  is  a thin,  uniface  card  generally  made  of  brass.  Some  lead  speci- 
mens are  known  to  exist  but  have  seldom  appeared  for  sale.  The  Wellenkamp 
card  has  been  rated  an  R-4  by  Fuld.  It  is  my  feeling,  however,  that  the  store- 
card is  much  scarcer  than  that,  possibly  an  R-6  or  R-7.  The  lead  specimens 
are  more  rare  than  the  brass  counterpart.  The  scarcity  could  be  attributed  to 
the  fact  that  Wellenkamp  was  located  at  53  Bowery  for  only  a year.  It  is 
hereby  suggested  that  the  Hugo  Wellenkamp  storecard  be  included  in  any 
future  listing  of  Civil  War  storecards.

payments  were  stopped  and  the  demand  notes  began  to  depreciate  in  value. 
Then  the  government  took  the  great  step  of  issuing  $150,000,000  in  “green 
backs”  which  were  declared  legal  tender.  There  was  over  $200,000,000  in 
coins  in  the  North  at  this  time,  but  faith  in  the  paper  dollars  began  to 
dwindle.  By  the  end  of  1862,  the  value  of  the  greenback  dollar  had  dropped 
to  75^,  and  it  was  to  drop  to  35^  late  in  1864. 

Before  the  “greenbacks”  hit  the  market,  the  intrinsic  value  of  a gold  dollar 
was  97<£  in  silver,  which  caused  gold  to  disappear.  When  the  value  of  the 
“greenbacks”  fell  to  95<£  silver,  hoarding  of  silver  coin  began  in  earnest.  Now 
began  the  classic  story  of  the  “bad”  money  driving  out  the  “good”  money, 
SHORTAGE,  Page  50. 
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The  Fuld  Duplicate  Collection:  Foun- 
dation for  Continuing  Interest  in  Civil 
War  Tokens.

My  first  venture  into  CWT  collecting  began  in  1952  when  I visited  a coin 
shop  in  San  Fancisco  enroute  from  my  home  in  Seattle  to  a summer  teaching 
assignment  at  the  University  of  Pacific  in  Stockton.  The  dealer  had  a horde 
of  between  1450  and  1500  wholly  unattributed  Civil  War  Tokens  for  sale  at 
204,  each,  or  100  for  twelve  dollars,  625  for  fifty  dollars,  or  the  whole  lot  for 
one  hundred  dollars.  Under  the  false  impression  that  there  was  an  excessive 
number  of  duplicates  and  “too  many”  patriotics,  I unfortunately  decided  to 
invest  only  fifty  dollars.  The  next  year  much  of  my  spare  time  went  to 
classifying  the  tokens.  Even  with  access  to  a 1924  Hetrich-Guttag  I 
experienced  great  difficulty  distinguishing  between  dies  and  recognizing  the 
various  metals. 

The  Monath  advertisement  attracted  me  primarily  because  all  444  CWT’s 
had  been  classified  by  professionals.  Thus  if  I purchased  the  collection,  it 
might  be  possible  to  develop  some  knowledge  which  could  be  applied  to  the 
unattributed  patriotics.  When  the  accumulation  arrived,  the  occasional 
comments  still  on  the  Melvin  and  George  Fuld  CWT  envelopes  proved  to  be 
instructive  and  exciting.  I became  committed  to  learning  all  I could  about 
Civil  War  Tokens  and  the  Civil  War  period  in  our  history.  Twenty  years  later 
when  Jack  Detwiler  and  Dale  Cade  introduced  me  to  the  Civil  War  Token 
Society  and  the  Journal,  I was  ready  to  join. 

The  collection,  advertised  as  “an  exceptional  lot,”  was  indeed  “a  good 
group  for  a beginner  or  advanced  collector.”  At  the  price  of  444  different 
tokens  for  $100,  the  cost  per  token  was  22 VW  . Not  only  was  there  a token 
struck  for  New  Hampshire,  but  the  lot  included  one  each  for  Kentucky, 
Minnesota  and  West  Virginia.  It  also  included  twenty  accurately  classified 
Oliver  Boutwell  tokens  and  a representative  selection  from  Connecticut, 
Illinois,  Indiana,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  and  Wisconsin.  Among  the  store-cards  the 
most  pleasant  surprises  were  New  York  630 W (Felix  Dining  Saloon)  and 
Boston  115E  (with  the  1284  die  “Good  for  a Scent”.)  Patriotics  were 
numerous  with  several  Lincolns,  a few  Monitors,  and  the  error  favorite- 
“ Shoot  them  on  the  Spoot.”  Many  of  tokens  were  classified  as  uncirculated 
or  about  uncirculated,  and  all  of  them  were  specimens  that  were  good  for 
trading  or  keeping.  Several  were  as  high  as  4 or  5 rarity,  although  most  were 
common.  In  addition  to  the  “many  specimens  in  brass,  nickel  and  white 
metal”  as  advertised,  there  was  one  token  in  lead  and  several  in  copper- 
nickel. 

Thus  responding  to  a Numismatist  advertisement  twenty-five  years  ago 
changed  one  collector’s  major  numismatic  field  of  interest  to  CWT’s. 
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Collectors  of  early  Canadian  tokens  are  doubtlessly  aware  of  the  contro- 
versies which  have  raged  in  the  past  with  respect  to  the  inclusion  in  the 
Canadian  series  of  many  varieties  of  Wellington  tokens  that  circulated  in 
other  parts  of  the  British  Empire  in  addition  to  pre-Confederation  Canada. 
Currently,  for  the  collector  of  Wellington  tokens  per  se,  the  most  compre- 
hensive listings  available  of  that  series  are  contained  in  the  several  Canadian 
token  catalogs  on  the  market. 

Many  collectors  who  specialize  in  trade  checks  by  town  in  a particular 
state  know  full  well  the  tendency  to  include  a wooden  nickel,  encased  cent, 
I.D.  tag,  or  storecard  in  their  collections  if  a new  town  can  be  represented  by 
doing  so. 

Probably  the  most  wide-open  series  of  American  exonumia  is  American 
game  counters  and  spiel  marken.  Typically,  included  here  are  a large  assort- 
ment of  early  jewelry  items,  hat  pin  pieces,  U.S.  gold-like  political  pieces 
from  the  campaign  of  1856  (but  generally  not  from  other  campaigns,  for 
some  unknown  reason),  miniature  U.S.  coins,  and  a number  of  possible  con- 
temporary counterfeits  of  U.S.  coins  as  well  as  strict  games  tokens.  Most 
collectors  of  this  series  fully  recognize  the  amorphous  nature  of  its  scope  and 
do  not  let  this  fact  interfere  with  their  enjoyment  of  collecting  the  series. 

It  is  now  commonplace  to  see  Feuchtwanger  one-cents,  dated  1837  (Low 
120),  included  in  many  listings  of  U.S.  Colonial  pieces  advertised  for  sale  by 
coin  dealers.  A number  of  years  ago,  an  enterprising  dealer  promoted  some 
of  the  Feuchtwanger  three-cent  varieties  as  pattern  U.S.  coins  and  was 
amply  rewarded  for  his  efforts. 

What  is  going  on  here?  Basically,  two  underlying  motivations  are  at  work. 
Collectors  seem  to  be  imbued  with  a natural  desire  to  expand  their  col- 
lections. Probably  the  easiest  way  to  add  new  imagination  in  redefining  the 
scope  of  the  series.  In  addition,  both  collectors  and  dealers  who  specialize  in 
exonumia  are  often  aware  of  the  great  disparity  in  valuations  which  exist  be- 
tween many  series  of  tokens.  Consequently,  the  profit  motive  is  often  not  al- 
together absent  when  a person  hears  the  argument  that  such-and-such  a 
piece  should  logically  be  considered  a legitimate  part  of  a particular  series. 
In  short,  by  switching  a token  from  a relatively  low  priced  series  to  a rela- 
tively high  priced  one,  the  promoter  can  realise  appreciably  more  in  cash  or 
trade. 

The  Civil  War  token  series  is  exceedingly  awkward  to  scope.  Probably  the 
most  complicating  factor  in  this  regard  is  that,  by  its  very  nature,  the  series 
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is  at  least  somewhat  time  bound— it  primarily  focuses  on  the  Civil  War 
period.  Yet,  a currently  cataloged,  the  series  includes  varieties  for  which  at 
least  one  working  die  was  manufactured  either  prior  to  the  Civil  War  or  just 
following  that  period.  Also,  as  currently  cataloged,  the  series  includes 
varieties  struck  either  prior  to  or  immediately  after  the  Civil  War;  or,  more 
commonly,  varieties  whose  time  of  manufacture  is  simply  unknown. 

Another  complicating  and  controversial  element  is  that  of  the  primary 
purpose  of  this  strike.  As  currently  cataloged,  pieces  struck  primaril}  *• o be 
used  as  a medium  of  exchange  represent  only  a minor  part  of  the  series,  ,e- 
ing  dominated  by  collector  strike  varieties.  Also  included  in  the  listings  are 
watch  checks,  a few  strictly  advertising  pieces,  some  medals,  and  a number 
of  political  campaign  buttons,  some  of  which  also  probably  served  as  a 
medium  of  exchange. 

A fourth  area  of  fuzziness  is  composition.  Metal  varieties  are  included  as  is 
hard  rubber.  Meanwhile,  encased  postage  stamps,  cardboard  issues  and 
paper  currency  of  the  period  are  rigorously  excluded.  The  reasoning  behind 
these  exclusions  escapes  me;  however  the  precedent  is  well  established,  at 
least  to  date. 

Frankly,  it  is  not  worth  getting  all  in  a lather  about  the  extreme  mud- 
diness of  the  scope  of  the  Civil  War  token  series.  Each  Civil  War  token  cata- 
log revision  brings  with  it  a sharper  focus  on  the  dichotomies  which  are  pre- 
sent in  the  series.  Increasingly,  colleqtors  new  to  Civil  War  token  collecting 
are  studying  their  collecting  options  before  jumping  in  too  deep.  Most  im- 
portant, there  seems  to  be  a growing  and  healthy  disrespect  for  predetermin- 
ed scopes  as  defined  by  token  catalogs.  After  all,  a large  part  of  the  fun  of 
token  colllecting  is  doing  your  own  thing.  To  do  otherwise  is  to  end  up 
largely  with  what  material  others  wish  to  promote  and  peddle  to  you. 

RARE  WISCONSIN  CWT  TURNS  UP  IN  OUANTITY

A large  stash  of  “T.  Racek”  tokens,  estimated  at  between  300-400  speci- 
mens, has  turned  up  in  Wisconsin  and  has  been  dispersed  among  three  major 
CWT  dealers. 

Discovery  of  the  Racek  hoard  has  caused  the  rarity  rating  of  the  once- 
prime  rarity  to  drop  from  R-8  to  R-4  and  its  price  from  a high  of  $275  (Hart- 
zog,  Nov.  1977)  to  its  current  level  of  $40.  The  piece  is  listed  as  Wis.  920M- 
lb  by  Fuld. 

Details  of  the  Racek  hoard  discovery  are  somewhat  obscure.  Those  who 
know  the  circumstances  say  that  the  hoard  belonged  to  an  elderly  non-col- 
lector  from  Wisconsin.  This  person  reportedly  sold  the  hoard  to  a dealer  or 
collector  for  about  $2.50  per  token.  The  hoard  was  quickly  broken  up  and  re- 
sold several  times  to  the  current  holders,  who  fixed  the  market  price. 

Most  of  the  specimens  seen  are  high  grade,  in  the  AU50-MS65  range.  I 
have  seen  none,  however,  that  would  exceed  MS60. 

The  token  was  probably  issued  by  the  same  merchant  who  issued  Wis. 
920L.  The  name  is  probably  Czech,  pronounced  “rot-check.”  Here’s  hoping 
that  someone  close  to  the  events  will  tell  the  whole  story  of  this  hoard  and 
how  it  was  preserved  for  so  many  years. 
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months  after  the  war  began,  some  $200,000,000  in  coin  disappeared  from  cir- 
culation. Besides  hoarding,  there  began  rare  metal  speculation. 

This  is  how  rare  metal  speculation  worked.  A broker  in  New  York  would 
offer  a premium  in  paper  money  for  silver  coin.  The  silver  coin  was  taken  to 
Canada  where  it  was  sold  for  gold.  As  Canada  was  on  a gold/silver  standard 
like  the  U.S.  and  its  money  very  similar  in  value,  the  Canadian  gold  was  sold 
for  a great  profit  in  paper  back  in  the  U.S.  and  the  process  was  repeated  over 
again.  A similar  situation  existed  with  some  Latin  American  countries 
where  they  needed  minor  silver  coinage  and  were  eager  to  trade  gold  for  it. 
In  June  and  July  of  1862,  $25,000,000  worth  of  silver  coin  left  the  United 
States. 

As  a sidelight  to  history,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  California  had  no 
coin  shortage  during  the  Civil  War.  The  West  Coast  was  cut  off  from  the  rest 
of  the  country.  The  transcontinental  railroad  was  not  yet  built  and  com- 
munication with  Canada  was  difficult.  Also,  the  San  Francisco  mint  was 
able  to  supply  the  necessary  coinage  for  the  West  Coast.  In  fact,  there  were 
court  cases  in  California  where  individuals  refused  to  accept  “greenbacks” 
in  payment  of  debts. 

After  the  gold  and  silver  coins  disappeared  from  circulation  in  1862,  it  was 
the  turn  for  the  copper  coins  to  do  likewise.  People  began  wrapping  them  in 
paper,  in  quantities  of  25<f,  50^,  and  $1.00  bundles,  and  companies  were 
accepting  them  in  rolls.  There  is  an  interesting  anecdote  of  a New  York 
dealer  who  used  a warehouse  to  store  his  rolled  cents,  and  lo  and  behold,  the 
great  weight  of  stored  cents  caused  the  warehouse  floor  to  collapse.  Even 
though  there  was  less  than  Vi  cent  worth  of  copper  in  a cent,  it  was  the  only 
circulating  money  with  some  intrinsic  value.  Brokers  then  began  offering 
premiums  for  rolled  cents.  Many  businesses  began  selling  their  cents  to 
brokers  for  a premium,  thereby  increasing  the  circulating  problem  of  minor 
coins  for  commerce. 

The  government  increased  greatly  its  production  of  cents  in  1863  to 
50,000,000  and  in  1864  to  40,000,000  bronze  cents  in  addition  to  the  copper- 
nickel  cents  first  produced,  and  this  was  not  enough.  (Bronze  cents 
developed  because  of  the  acceptance  of  Civil  War  tokens  by  the  populace.)  It 
was  in  1864  that  the  2 cent  piece  also  was  first  introduced,  they  being  of 
bronze  and  twice  the  weight  of  the  bronze  Indian  heads.  All  hard  money  just 
disappeared  as  soon  as  it  appeared  in  public. 

I have  a feeling  that  a Mr.  W.  Bell  of  Erie,  Pa.  decided  not  to  part  with  his 
cents  without  first  planing  down  their  reverses,  and  having  them  counter- 
stamped  with  his  advertising  message,  thus  making  good  sense  with  his 
cents.  Give  change  and  get  free  advertising  as  well.  I am  sure  much  of  the 
counterstamping  of  U.S.  coins  dates  back  to  this  era  as  well. 

Luckily  the  war  was  soon  to  be  over.  Paper  money  was  to  be  a way  of  life  of 
Americans.  Fractional  currency  had  taken  a hold.  Greenbacks  were  cir- 
culating. All  the  many  private  experiments  were  outlawed,  such  as  mer- 
chant’s script,  cardboard  chits,  encased  postage,  and  the  patriotic  and  mer- 
chant civil  war  tokens,  all  of  which  helped  the  country  over  this  difficult 
period. 

Here  we  are  today,  over  100  years  later,  with  no  gold,  no  silver,  but  we 
have  copper  cents,  nickel  nickels,  and  clad  dimes,  quarters,  half  dollars,  and 
dollars,  and  lots  of  paper,  thanks  to  the  Civil  War.

“Whatever  can  go  wrong  will”  is  the  modus  operandi  I was  apparently 
working  under  for  the  publishing  of  the  Copperhead  Courier  V 13N2.

Members  At 
Annual  Meeting 


President  Jack  Detwiler  welcomed  25  members  and  guests  to  the  11th  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Civil  War  Token  Society.  He  pointed  out  that  our  organi- 
zation is  beginning  its  13th  year  of  operation,  has  a national  membership  of 
approximately  600,  and  has  more  than  $13,000  in  the  bank.  The  Society  is 
alive  and  well! 

Board  member  Paul  Cunningham  announced  the  winners  of  the  1979 
membership  drive.  First  prize,  a copy  of  the  4th  edition  of  the  Patriotic  cata- 
log, went  to  Cindy  Grellman.  Second  prize,  a one-year  subscription  to  Le- 
vine, Hartzog  and  Cunningham  mail  auction  catalogs  of  PRs,  was  awarded 
to  Don  Jenkins.  There  was  no  third  prize  winner.

presented  the  past  president’s  award  to  Richard  Rossa,  who  headed  the 
Society  in  1977-78.  During  Rossa’s  term,  the  first  literary  and  service 
awards  were  presented,  the  Society  celebrated  its  10th  anniversary,  the 
name  of  the  journal  was  changed  to  the  Copperhead  Courier,  and  most  of  the 
Patriotic  catalog  was  completed,  including  one  section  by  Rossa. 

Virginia  Culver,  chairman  of  the  1978  literary  awards  committee,  pre- 
sented the  literary  awards.  First  place  award  winner  was  Elizabeth  Steinle 
for  her  “And  Kenton  Makes  Three”  in  the  Fall  issue  (V12N3,  pp  90-4). 
Second  place  winner  was  Werner  G.  Mayer  for  his  “The  Bohemians”  in  the 
Summer  issue  (V12N2,  pp.  52-3).  Benj  Fauver’s  “Patriotic  Dies  178  and  179: 
Jackson,  Mills  and  Pro-Union  Propaganda,”  which  appeared  in  the  Spring 
issue  (V12N 1,  pp.  3-5). 

Doug  Watson  was  the  recipient  of  the  1978  Service  Award  for  his  12  years 
of  service  to  the  Society.  He  has  been  the  only  publisher  of  the  journal, 
which  encompasses  47  consecutive  issues.  Watson  was  a charter  member 
(charter  member  #3)  who  typed  the  first  several  issues  of  the  journal,  since 
the  Society  could  not  afford  typesetting  with  such  a small  budget.  His  im- 
pressive early  issues  soon  attracted  enough  members  so  that  Doug  coulc.  af- 
ford typesetting  and  more  photographic  illustrations  to  enhance  his  layouts

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Scopes  of  Token  Collecting  Part  II 

There  appears  to  be  at  least  two  trends  at  work  with  respect  to  the  scope 
of  any  series  of  tokens.  First,  there  is  a strong  tendency  to  expand  the  scope 
of  a given  series  in  order  to  include  new  varieties.  Second,  as  a series 
matures,  there  is  another  strong  tendency  to  subdivide  it  into  a number  of 
more  financially  manageable  and  more  attainable  collecting  entities. 

An  article  in  the  previous  issue  of  this  journal  dealt  with  the  first  of  these 
trends.  The  following  examination  closes  in  on  the  second  trend  and  dis- 
cusses some  of  the  implications  for  Civil  War  token  collecting. 

MATURITY  DEFINED 

As  a series  matures,  there  is  a strong  tendency  to  subdivide  it  into  a num- 
ber of  more  financially  manageable  and  more  attainable  entities.  A series 
can  be  defined  as  fairly  mature  when: 

1)  A formal  organization  has  been  established  whose  members  speciale  in 
the  series,  although  not  necessarily  exclusively; 

2)  A periodical  is  being  published  regularly  whose  primary  goal  is  to  dis- 
seminate information  on  the  series; 

3)  A generally  accepted  system  of  description  and  attribution  for  the 
series  is  readily  available  in  published  form; 

4)  Few  new  varieties  are  turning  up,  at  least  as  a percentage  of  the  entire 
series. 

In  terms  of  the  above  definition,  there  are  only  a few  series  of  tokens  which 
can  be  considered  relatively  mature.  These  would  include  U.S.  and  Canadian 
transportation  tokens  (through  the  American  Vecturist  Association),  early 
Canadian  tokens  (through  the  Canadian  Association  of  Token  Collectors), 
U.S.  sales  tax  tokens  (through  the  American  Tax  Token  Society),  and  of 
course,  Civil  War  tokens. 

Somewhat  less  mature  series  include  coal  mine  scrip  (through  the  National 
Scrip  Collectors  Association).  Neglect  by  the  American  Political  Item  Col- 
lectors together  with  the  out-of-print  status  of  DeWitt’s  classic  work  A Cen- 
tury of  Campaign  Buttons,  have  impeded  the  maturing  of  the  struck  U.S. 
political  campaign  button  series. 

The  tremendous  growth  in  collecting  of  U.S.  coins,  which  occurred  in  the 
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U.S.  following  World  War  II,  can  largely  be  attributed  to  the  efforts  of 
Whitman  Publishing  Co.  in  successfully  promoting  the  collecting  of  U.S. 
coins  by  only  one  type  of  denomination,  by  date  and  by  mint  mark.  Prior  to 
that  time,  many  coin  collectors  lacked  meaningful  focus  in  their  collecting 
efforts.  The  Whitman  folders  provided  such  a focus  by  subdividing  the  U.S. 
coin  population  into  much  more  financially  manageable  bits,  each  repre- 
senting an  individual  scope  of  attainable  completeness. 

This  concept  of  attainable  completeness  cannot  be  overemphasized.  Just 
as  strong  as  the  collector  motivation  to  acquire  new  varieties  is  the  desire  to 
achieve  completeness,  and  to  have  that  achievement  of  completeness  easily 
recognized  as  such  by  others. 

SUBDIVIDING  TENDENCY 

The  tendency  to  subdivide  a series  is  at  work  in  several  token  categories. 
In  the  field  of  U.S.  transportation  tokens,  for  example,  there  are  today  few 
collectors  whose  collecting  goal  is  to  obtain  one  specimen  of  each  variety  list- 
ed in  Atwood’s.  The  pattern  one  commonly  encounters  is  that  of  collectors  of 
U.S.  transportation  tokens  specializing  in  pieces  only  from  one  or  at  most 
several  states  or  even  towns. 

Likewise,  collectors  of  pre-Confederation  Canadian  tokens  increasingly 
are  specializing  in  the  collecting  of  those  early  pieces  from  one  or  only  a few 
provinces,  or  are  concentrating  their  efforts  on  subseries,  such  as  Tiffin 
pieces,  Bouquet  Sou  or  the  Blacksmiths. 

Coal  scrip  collectors  often  focus  on  issues  from  only  one  state,  region  or 
company.  Similarly,  collectors  of  U.S.  struck  political  campaign  buttons 
generally  focus  on  one  or  at  most  only  a few  campaigns  rather  than  attempt 
to  acquire  a specimen  of  every  variety  listed  by  DeWitt. 

In  light  of  this  tendency  to  subdivide  a series,  one  might  well  hazard  some 
predictions  with  respect  to  the  collecting  of  Civi  War  tokens  and  Civil  War 
money  over  the  next  few  decades.  One  set  of  such  predictions  would  be  as 
follows: 

* A committee  will  be  formed  as  part  of  the  CWTS  to  define  the  scope  of  a 
Civil  War  token  die  type  set.  If  you  think  that  these  Horatio  columns  are 
controversial,  just  wait  for  the  clamor  when  the  results  of  that  committee’s 
efforts  are  published. 

* Articles  in  the  Copperhead  Courier  will  increasingly  examine  the  re- 
lationships between  Civil  War  tokens  and  other  series  of  exonumia. 

* Profusely  illustrated  catalogs  will  be  published  which  focus  on  what 
today  would  be  considered  mere  fragments  of  the  broad  scope  of  Civil  War 
tokens  and  Civil  War  money.  For  example,  the  following  might  well  be 
among  those  future  categories  generally  recognized  and  collected  in  their 
own  right  in  the  not-too-distant  future:  Civil  War  saloon  tokens;  money  sub- 
stitute merchant  issues  in  the  Confederacy;  Civil  War  bread  and  dairy

checks;  Civil  War  railroad  money;  brewery  issues  of  the  Civil  War  period; 
U.S.  money  substitutes  dated  1861;  Civil  War  tokens  issued  by  a particular 
artistically  adept  die  sinking  firm  of  great  political  significance;  obsolete 
language  Civil  War  money;  Civil  War  tokens  which  have  been  counterstamp- 
ed. 

In  light  of  the  foreseeable  trend  to  substitute  Civil  War  token  collecting, 
now  is  the  time  to  get  in  on  the  ground  floor  and  to  influence  the  nature  of 
subdividing  which  takes  place.  Use  your  imagination,  do  some  research,  and 
begin  to  systematically  acquire  pieces  that  fit  the  subcategory  you  have  de- 
fined. I assure  you,  your  rewards  will  be  many  faceted. 
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Students  of  American  society  generally  agree  that  the  Civil  War  was  an 
extremely  trying  period  in  the  history  of  the  United  States.  It  was  not  un- 
common for  cousins  and  even  brothers  to  be  fighting  on  opposite  sides, 
often  against  each  other  on  the  same  battlefield. 

The  situation  was  further  complicated  by  the  presence  of  thousands  of 
Copperheads  (Southern  sympathizers)  in  the  North,  and  a smaller,  less  publi- 
cized band  of  Union  supporters  in  the  South  (which  included  the  anti-slavery 
Scotch-Irish  Presbyterian  colonists  in  Tennessee,  Kentucky  and  Alabama). 
The  approximate  number  of  “enemies  behind  the  lines”  is  virtually  impos- 
sible to  determine  even  with  a critical  reading  of  periodicals  from  1861-65. 

In  addition  to  those  firmly  committed  to  either  the  North  or  South,  there 
were  many  other  citizens  whose  primary  concern  was  with  the  possible  con- 
sequences of  a prolonged  and  extended  civil  war.  They  feared  the  destructive 
nature  of  such  a conflict  and  they  were  apprehensive  about  the  post-war 
period.  These  were  individuals  who  sometimes  openly,  and  at  other  times 
less  openly,  worked  for  compromise  and  peace.  Their  ranks  included 
Quakers,  who  took  their  traditional  position  against  all  wars.  However,  the 
greater  body  of  Civil  War  pacifists  appeared  to  be  those  who  supported  ef- 
forts toward  compromise  and  peace  as  alternatives  to  a specific  and  often 
unpopular  war.  While  an  accurate  judgement  as  to  the  number  of  pacifists  in 
the  North  is  hard  to  establish,  from  available  data  it  seems  clear  that  they 
vastly  outnumbered  the  Copperheads.  Contemporary  publications  referred 
to  petitions  signed  by  thousands  in  each  of  the  Northern  states  calling  for 
Congress  to  “adopt  some  means  of  conciliation  and  peaceful  settlement.” 
The  existence  of  pacifists  in  the  North  is  reflected  in  certain  Civil  W ar  tok- 
ens. Many  CWTs  which  have  traditionally  been  classified  as  “copperheads,” 
or  have  been  described  by  Herb  Romerstein’s  more  picturesque  term  “un- 
patriotics,”  could  with  equal  justification  be  ascribed  as  “pacifists.”  In  this 
article,  the  author  will  limit  his  scope  to  the  major  die  varieties  in  the 
patriotic  series  which  relate  to  the  Civil  War  peace  movement. 

As  late  as  March  1861,  the  pacifists  were  sponsoring  a peace  conference 
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with  actual  delegates  from  slave  and  free  states.  It  was  a last  ditch  effort  to 
find  some  compromise  solution  to  prevent  an  outbreak  of  hostilities.  This 
campaign  for  conciliation  and  peace  is  associated  with  one  of  the  scarcest 
patriotic  dies,  (260,  447)  an  R-7  rarity.  The  obverse  has  a scroll  with  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Preamble,  “We,  the  people  of  the  United  States  of  America 
and  the  word  “Constitution”  and  the  date  1861.  The  reverse  states  the 
pacifist  position,  “Concession  Before  Secession.” 

A complete  collection  of  the  260  and  447  dies  would  include  eight  pieces. 
The  off-metals  are  quite  rare;  the  lead,  white  metal  and  silver  are  rated  R-9. 
The  nickel,  copper-nickel  and  German  silver  are  rated  R-8.  Even  the  brass 
the  copper,  which  are  listed  as  R-7,  seldom  have  appeared  in  recent  auctions. 

The  final  attempt  of  the  peace  movement  to  prevent  the  war  was  their  ill- 
fated  “Commission  for  the  Perpetuation  of  the  Union.  Before  it  got  beyond 
the  talking  stage.  President  Lincoln  declared  war  (April  15,  1861)  and  clas- 
sified all  supporters  of  the  Confederacy  as  “rebels.”  To  be  neutral  or  to  ad- 
vocate peace  meant  to  be  suspect.  Even  Quakers  lost  their  immunity  and 
were  often  imprisoned  for  questioning  the  war  effort. 

Once  the  hostilities  commenced,  the  pacifists  shifted  their  slogan  to 
“Peace  Forever,”  which  is  on  patriotic  dies  418  and  419.  The  former  was  is- 
sued as  the  reverse  of  three  different  Turban  Heads  and  one  W ashington  die. 
In  all  it  various  die  combinations,  including  the  off-metals,  the  total  number 
of  the  418s  is  10.  It  is  one  of  the  easiest  dies  to  obtain;  Fuld  estimates  that 
there  are  over  5,000.  The  other  “Peace  Forever”  die  (419)  was  made  only  in 
copper  and  in  combination  with  the  Washington  die  118;  Fuld  assess  the 
total  number  as  under  500. 

Perhaps  the  most  striking  of  the  pacifist  messages  was  “The  Horrors  of 
War  and  Blessings  of  Peace”  patriotic  die  256,  which  appeared  in  combin- 
ation with  Public  Accommodation  (37),  General  McClellan  (138)  and  Union 
Forever  (433).  These  were  struck  in  copper  and  brass  and  are  plentiful  with 
scarcities  of  R-2  and  R-3.  The  complete  set  of  “Horors  of  War”  with  three 
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different  reverses  and  in  two  metals  is  only  four  pieces. 


By  the  summer  of  1863,  dissatisfaction  with  the  war  was  widespread.  The 
public  had  lost  confidence  in  the  Union  government.  Bounties  were  paid  by 
those  with  money  to  hire  “substitutes”  so  they  could  avoid  compulsory  mili- 
tary service.  Army  paymasters  were  so  incompetent  and  graft-ridden  that 
the  new  occupation  of  “claim  agent”  arose  to  meet  the  crisis.  Soldiers  used 
claim  agents  to  recover  their  back  pay,  and  widows  employed  them  to  col- 
lect their  meager  and  overdue  pension. 

Pacifists  played  upon  the  widespread  dissatisfaction  with  the  Civil  War  by 
issuing  their  timely  “Millions  for  Contractors;  Not  One  Cent  for  the 
Widows”  piece.  This  was  an  obvious  parody  on  the  non-pacifist  “Millions  for 
Defense;  Not  One  Cent  for  Tribute”  theme.  The  obverse,  die  97,  showed  an 
Indian  Head  with  the  words  “Fort  Lafay”  in  place  of  “Liberty”  on  the  band. 
This  "Fort  Latay(ette)”  was  the  crowded  military  prison  on  an  island  near 
Brooklyn  where  pacifists  and  Copperheads  alike  were  held  without  trial  by 
military  authorities.  Contemporary  sources  reported  that  from  100-230  pri- 
soners were  confined  in  a space  barely  adequate  for  30.  Conditions  at  Fort 
Lafayette  were  under  persistent  attack  by  Quakers,  who  were  as  committed 
to  prison  reform  as  they  were  opposed  to  war.  Die  97  also  carried  the  slogan 
“Millions  for  Contractors”  and  the  date  1863. 

The  reverse,  die  389,  was  in  the  “Not  One  Cent”  series  with  the  additonal 
legend  of  “for  the  Widows.”  Benj  Fauver  (, Journal  v.6,  n.3,  pp.  82-3)  was 
among  the  first  to  research  this  piece.  He  found  that  the  fort  housed  a “high- 
ly varied  population”  and  Fauver  clearly  established  that  token  97-389 
could  not  have  been  used  as  a military  check,  or  medium  of  exchange  within 
the  prison. 

There  are  seven  varieties  of  97-389  if  one  includes  off-metals  and  the  CN 
cent  and  United  States  dime  overstrikes.  All  of  these  are  rare,  except  for 
those  in  copper  which  Fuld  estimates  as  being  from  2,000  to  5,000  in  num- 
ber. 

Another  token  in  the  pacifist  series  espoused  a philosophy  unpopular  in 
wartime,  namely  “Live  and  Let  Live,”  on  die  185A.  This  is  almost  impos- 
sible to  obtain  as  a “patriotic”  since  each  of  the  two  varieties  has  a rarity

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Many  of  the  legends  and  sayings  on  our  Patriotic  Civil  War  tokens  origin- 
ated many  years  before  the  Civil  War. 

For  example,  President  Jackson’s  historic  toast,  “The  Federal  Union:  It 
Must  Be  Preserved,”  was  given  at  a political  banquet  in  the  capital  in  1830. 
And  the  phrase,  “Millions  for  Defense,  but  not  one  cent  for  tribute,”  dates 
even  farther  back  to  the  XYZ  Affair  of  1798.  These  had  become  popular  slo- 
gans for  the  Union  cause  by  the  time  the  war  broke  out  in  1861. 

The  great  orator  Daniel  Webster,  U.S.  Senator  from  Massachusetts, 
aroused  strong  patriotism  and  optimism  in  the  American  people  through  his 
eloquence.  Two  of  the  legends  appearing  on  Patriotic  CWT  were  from  his 
celebrated  “Reply  to  Hayne”  delivered  on  the  Senate  floor  on  Jan.  26, 1830. 

The  historic  setting  for  Webster’s  stirring  speech  was  an  ongoing  Senate 
debate  of  several  months  over  North-South  sectional  rivalries  and  the  con- 
stitutional issues  of  state  and  national  sovereignty.  Among  many  who  par-, 
ticipated,  the  main  antagonist  was  Sen.  Robert  Y.  Hayne  of  South  Carolina. 
He  was  the  advocate  of  the  nullification  doctrine. 

Webster’s  speech  set  forth  the  arguments  for  the  supremacy  of  the 
Federal  system.  It  was  not  that  the  arguments  were  remembered  at  the  time 
nor  during  the  fighting  a generation  later.  Rather,  it  was  the  enduring  mood 
of  hope  and  faith  in  a nation  united,  a mood  created  by  the  force  and  elo- 
quence of  Webster’s  closing  words: 

“When  my  eyes  shall  be  turned  to  behold  for  the  last  time  the  sun  in 
heaven,  may  I not  see  him  shining  on  the  broken  and  dishonored  fragments 
of  a once  glorious  Union;  on  states  dissevered,  discordant,  belligerent;  on  a 
land  rent  with  civil  feuds,  or  drenched,  it  may  be,  in  fraternal  blood!  Let 
their  last  feeble  and  lingering  glance  rather  behold  the  gorgeous  ensign  of 
the  Republic,  now  known  and  honored  throughout  the  earth,  still  full  high 
advanced,  its  arms  and  trophies  streaming  in  their  original  lustre,  not  a 
stripe  erased  or  polluted,  not  a single  star  obscured,  bearing  for  its  motto  no 
such  miserable  interrogatory  as  ‘What  is  all  this  worth?’  nor  those  other 
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words  of  delusion  and  folly  ‘Liberty  first  and  union  afterwards’;  but  every- 
where, spread  all  over  in  characters  of  living  light,  blazing  on  all  its  ample 
folds,  as  they  float  over  the  sea  and  over  the  land,  and  in  every  wind  under 
the  whole  heavens,  that  other  sentiment,  dear  to  every  true  American  heart- 
Liberty  and  Union,  now  and  forever,  once  and  inseparable!  ” 

Webster  did  not  live  to  see  his  land  rent  with  civil  feuds  nor  the  shedding 
of  fraternal  blood.  In  1850,  his  last  year  in  the  Senate,  Webster  spoke  in  de- 
fense of  the  Compromise  of  1850,  a measure  which,  by  forestalling  the  out- 
break of  the  war  at  a time  when  the  North  was  gaining  in  strength  relative  to 
the  South,  probably  saved  the  Union. 

“I  speak  today  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union.  Hear  me  for  my  cause,” 
Webster  said.  They  heard,  and  the  Compromise  was  saved. 

Webster’s  words  are  quoted  on  Fuld  Patriotic  dies  #440  and  #441.  In  ad- 
dition, they  are  slightly  changed  and  appear  on  Fuld  Patriotic  dies  #98  and 
#99.

rating  of  R-9.  One  copy  has  for  its  reverse  a “Freedom”  die;  the  other  in  un- 
believably muled  with  “No  Compromise  With  Traitors.”  Which  message 
was  intended?  Fortunately,  one  “Live  and  Let  Live”  die  is  listed  in  the 
storecard  series  as  1353.  It  is  the  reverse  of  New  York  City  630CC-4a 
(Washington  Market  Exchange)  with  a rarity  rating  of  R-2. 

Strictly  speaking,  the  “Peace  Cannon”  pieces  do  not  belong  in  the  catalog 
of  pacifist  tokens.  While  they  were  not  issued  by  peace  advocates,  they  are 
interesting  as  an  early  application  of  the  term  “peace”  to  instruments  of 
war.  Patriotic  die  171  carries  the  slogan  “Peacemaker”  above  a cannon. 

Excluding  those  using  the  cannon  device,  a complete  collection  of  pacifist 
tokens  with  all  combinations  and  in  all  metals  would  total  32  pieces,  of  which 
21  would  be  R-6  or  higher.  However,  at  little  cost,  a CWT  collector  could 
have  a representative  accumulation  by  getting  one  each  of  patriotics  418, 
256,  97-389,  and  storecard  1353.

Auctions  #32-33 

Auction  #32 

Although  a bot  shorter  on  time  than  most  of  the  CWTS  auctions,  the 
membership  responded  very  well.  There  were  48  bidders  going  for  the  150- 
lots  offered.  There  were  a total  of  963  bids.  Gross  sales  were  just  under  the 
$3,500  mark  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Society  treasury  will  be  swelled  by 
approximately  $300. 

Individual  stars  were  lot  #228  (NY  990A-la,  and  #345  Patriotic  24/246 
with  11  bids  each.  Close  behind  with  10  bids  was  lot  #62  (Me.  100A-2a),  and 
with  nine  bids  each  were  #139  (NY  80A-la)  and  lot  #422  Patriotic  168/311. 
The  number  of  no  bids  were  relatively  small,  which  indicates  a general  inter- 
est in  both  store  cards  and  patriotics. 

Auction  #33 

This  auction  had  an  inauspicious  start  due  to  extreme  closeness  of  the  pub- 
lishing date  and  the  actual  mailing  date  for  the  Summer  issue  of  the  Courier. 
In  spite  of  this,  and  not  knowing  that  the  auction  manager  has  extended  the 
closing  date  to  Aug.  10,  45  bidders  submitted  1,057  bids  for  the  836-lots 
offered. 

This  auction  established  two  firsts  for  CWTS  auctions,  neither  of  which  is 
particularly  good.  The  first  was  a high  incidence  of  no  bid  lots.  The  second 
was  the  large  number  of  rejected  bids  due  to  consignor-requested  unpublish- 
ed minimum  bids.  The  first  may  well  be  attributed  to  the  closing  date  prob- 
lem and  also  to  the  excessively  high  published  minimum  bids  (in  the  opinion 
of  the  auction  manager). 

In  passing,  it  should  be  noted  that  auction  #33  was  submitted  about  April 
15  with  a June  27  closing  date.  This  was  changed  to  the  Aug.  1 date  based  on 
a predicted  July  15  mailing  date.  The  actual  mailing  was  done  about  July  26. 


This  ‘N’  That 

Commencing  with  auction  #34  in  this  issue,  a split  grading  has  been  used 
to  describe  tokens  whose  obverse  and  reverse  differ  by  a whole  grade  or 
more.  By  doing  so,  it  is  hoped  that  a more  accurate  description  of  the  token 
may  be  presented. 

Secondly,  please  take  note  of  two  changes  in  the  auction  rules  effective 
with  auction  #34  in  this  issue:  1)  the  minimum  bid  on  any  lot  has  been  in- 
creased to  $2.50,  except  where  specified  differently;  2)  bid  reduction  will  be  a 
flat  10%  over  the  second  highest  bid  or  50%  of  that  bid,  whichever  is  the 
larger.

STATE  ABBREVIATIONS 

by  Jack  R.  Detwiler 


The  United  States  Postal  Service  (USPS)  has  a two-letter  abbreviation  for 
each  state  to  use  with  the  ZIP  code.  My  recommendation  is  that  the  Civil 
War  Token  Society  adopt  these  two-letter  abbreviations  for  use  in  the  Fuld 
catalog  number  of  store  cards. 

The  advantages  of  using  the  USPS  abbreviations  are:  standardization  of 
catalog  numbers  so  that  they  are  recognized  universally  and  reducing  the 
Length  of  catalog  numbers  by  using  the  shorter  state  abbreviations. 

The  USPS  abbreviations  for  those  states  issuing  Civil  War  store  cards 
ere:

of  the  publication.  He  contributed  many  hours  in  the  preparation  of  the  first 
edition  of  the  Fuld  store  card  book.  Watson  is  one  of  the  three  persons 
awarded  an  honorary  life  membership  in  the  Society  for  his  service  to  the 
club.  He  was  a pioneer  in  exposing  fakes  in  our  field.  He  contributed  many 
fine  articles  during  those  early  years  of  the  Society,  where  there  was  a short- 
age of  literary  output  from  other  members.  We  shall  miss  Doug’s  active  in- 
volvement with  the  Courier. 

Jack  Detwiler  closed  the  program  with  a slide  talk,  which  was  entitled 
“There’s  A Bang  in  the  Business.”  He  discussed  a method  of  collecting  Civil 
War  store  cards  with  the  product  (or  raw  material)  of  the  business  depicted 
on  one  side  of  the  token.  For  example,  H.J.  Bang  of  New  York  City  was  an 
importer  of  Rhine  wines,  and  his  token  had  a bunch  of  grapes  on  the  reverse. 
Presented  as  examples  were  23  merchant  tokens,  including:  Barrows,  farm- 
ing tools,  plow;  Best,  beer,  beer  mug;  Bode,  taxidermist,  elk’s  head;  Brown  & 
Dill,  dentists,  false  teeth;  Courlander  and  Pressgood,  clothing,  man’s  suit; 
Saylor,  meat  market,  cow;  and  Winsauer,  gunsmith,  guns.

1 ve  long  wondered  about  the  composition  of  a Patriotic  in  my  col- 
lection. It  is  23/271,  and  could  be  nickel,  but  it  doesn’t  look  like 
nickel  — it  has  a yellowish  cast,  like  tarnish.  And  its  density  seems 
to  be  about  8.0  grams/cc,  which  is  strange,  because  copper  is  8.3  and 
nickel  is  8.9.  So  it  can’t  be  any  alloy  containing  only  copper  and 
nickel;  there  must  be  a lighter  metal  in  it. 

German  silver,  an  alloy  designed  as  a cheap  substitute  for  silver, 
is  listed  in  Webster’s  as  60%  copper,  20%  nickel,  and  20%  zinc.  This 


works  out  to  a density  of  8.1  g/cc.  Another  fact  is  that  German  sil- 
ver tarnishes,  while  nickel  does  not.  So  it  would  seem  that  this 


token  is  German  silver,  but  since  tokens  vary  widely  in  composi- 
tion, the  evidence  so  far  is  not  conclusive. 

Recently  my  company  bought  a Scanning  Electron  Microscope 
and  an  x-ray  dispersion  analyzer.  The  token  was  analyzed  using  this 
equipment  with  the  results  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  spectro- 
graph. An  ordinary  nickel  was  analyzed  as  a reference.  (If  the  color 
photos  could  not  be  reproduced  here,  you’re  looking  at  my  hand- 
drawn  copies  of  them.)  The  analysis  clearly  shows  the  presence  of 
zinc,  which  accounts  for  the  low  specific  gravity.  The  token  (which 
by  the  way,  is  a late  strike,  struck  weakly  with  a rusty  obverse  die) 
is  definitely  German  silver.  I ’d  like  to  know  of  other  23/271  “nickel” 
tokens,  and  would  be  happy  to  analyze  them  if  sent  to  me. 


HOW  IT  WORKS 


The  equipment  used  in  analyzing  the  token  was  a Hitachi  450 
Scanning  Electron  Microscope  coupled  with  a Kevex  700  X-Ray 
Dispersion  Analyzer.  In  the  vacuum  chamber,  the  sample  is  bom- 
barded with  high-energy  electrons.  When  a high-enery  electron 
strikes  a particular  atom  in  the  sample,  the  atom  absorbs  the 
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energy  by  kicking  one  of  its  orbiting  electrons  into  a higher  energy 
state.  This  “excited”  electron  then  immediately  falls  back  to  its 
normal  state,  releasing  the  stored  energy  by  emitting  x-rays.  The 
wavelength  of  the  x-rays  varies  with  the  kind  of  atom  emitting 
them.  The  analyzer  produces  a display  of  emission  intensity  versus 
the  wavelength  spectrum.  Therefore  we  can  tell  by  the  heights  of 
the  peaks  at  particular  wavelengths,  the  approximate  percentage 
composition  of  the  sample. 

Undergoes  Analysis 


The  token  is  an  alloy  of  Copper,  Nickel,  and  Zinc  in  a ratio  of 
roughly  3:1:1,  which  is  the  definition  of  German  silver.  The  three 
major  peaks  in  the  spectrograph  are  the  “K-alpha”  emissions;  the 
two  smaller  peaks  to  the  right  are  “K-beta”;  and  can  be  ignored. 

The  reason  we  can  only  approximate  the  percentage  composition 
is  that  the  three  elements  involved,  nickel,  copper,  and  zinc,  are 
adjacent  in  the  atomic  table,  with  atomic  numbers  of  28,  29,  and  30 
respectively.  The  analyzer  cannot  discriminate  exactly  between 
adjacent  elements,  and  so  some  of  the  zinc  emissions  are  picked  up 
as  copper,  and  some  of  the  copper  emissions  are  picked  up  as  nickel. 
So  in  the  spectrograph,  the  zinc  peak  should  be  slightly  higher,  and 
the  nickel  slightly  lower.  As  a reference,  a 1972-S  nickel  was  analyz- 
ed, which  is  known  to  be  75%  copper,  25%  nickel.  Here,  the  copper 
peak  should  be  higher  and  the  nickel  peak  lower  (three-to-one),  since 
again  a portion  of  the  emissions  from  the  next-higher  element 
(copper)  are  picked  up  as  belonging  to  the  next-lower  element 
(nickel).

RIMLESS  DIE  IMPRESSIONS 
My  first  encounter  with  rimless  die  impressions  involved  Fuld 
258/446  varieties  on  small,  19mm  planchets.  Fuld  258  (Seated  Lib- 
erty) and  Fuld  446  (Ship)  are  normally  struck  on  24.5mm  copper 
planchets,  but  they  also  are  found  on  both  copper-nickel  and  copper 
undersized  planchets  (See  V3N4pp4-5  and  V8N2p39).  The  undersiz- 
ed planchet  varieties  are  rimless  as  compared  to  the  normal  rim  on 
the  standard  flan.

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Fuld  134/481  has  two  dies  from  the  unknown  Rhode  Island  die 
sinker.  Fuld  481  was  originally  struck  on  a 26mm,  political  medal 
(See  DeWitt  HC  1844-28),  but  the  134/481  rimless  variety  is  on  a 
19.5mm  planchet.

Fuld  139/432  has  three  metal  varieties  listed  in  the  forthcoming 
4th  edition  of  Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens  by  George  and  Melvin 
Fuld:  copper  (19mm),  silver  (21mm),  and  white  metal  (17mm).  Fuld 
139  is  normally  struck  on  a 32mm  planchet  (See  DeWitt  GMcC 
1864-14)  and  is  a medal  rather  than  a token  die.  The  copper  variety 
is  shown  with  Fuld  432  not  being  the  photograph  of  the  actual  re- 
verse of  the  piece.

The  silver  variety  of  139/432  is  two  millimeters  larger  than  the 
copper  pieces.  This  is  obvious  since  (1)  the  silver  obverse  shows 
some  of  the  wreath  in  the  field  behind  McClellan  and  (2)  the  wide 
rim  of  the  silver  reverse  is  produced  by  striking  Fuld  432  on  an  over- 
sized planchet.  This  unusual  piece  is  in  the  ANS  collection  in  NYC. 
It  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  PCWT  where  the  obverse  die 
is  struck  on  an  undersized  planchet,  and  the  reverse  die  on  an  over- 
sized flan.  The  reverse  is  double  struck;  two  borders  can  be  seen  in 
the  photograph.

Fuld  477,  another  rimless  die  impression,  is  the  reverse  of  three, 
17.5mm,  white-metal  varieties:  116/477,  129/477,  and  349/477.  In 
my  opinion  the  Procese  die  is  a larger  die  (probably  around  24- 
30mm)  struck  on  undersized  planchets  on  these  three  examples.  An 
effort  to  locate  this  die  in  the  DeWitt,  Miller,  and  Wright  catalogs 
has  been  unsuccessful.  Possibly  a reader  will  be  able  to  establish  the 
existence  of  this  larger  die.  Another  mystery  is  the  meaning  of  the 
word,  procese,  on  Fuld  477;  the  closest  words  are  procedio  and 
processi  which  mean  “to  go  forward,  advance.”

All  varieties  with  rimless  die  impressions  probably  didn’t  circu- 
late during  the  Civil  War  and  were  post-war  strikes  (except  the 
139/432  die  trial)  created  for  collectors  who  wanted  additional 
varieties  for  their  copperhead  collections. 

Here  are  some  reasons  to  support  this  theory: 

1.  Fuld  349/477  WM  is  4.5mm  thick  (standard  flan  thickness  for 
circulating  copper  pieces  was  1.5mm). 

2.  Fuld  349  of  the  above  WM  piece  has  two  large  die  breaks  indi- 
cating a late  die  state. 

3.  Fuld  139  (WM,  17mm)  has  all  three  buttons  of  McCellan’s  coat, 
Fuld  139  (S,  21mm)  shows  only  buttons,  and  Fuld  139  (C,  19mm) 
has  no  buttons  (and  stars  on  shoulder  are  also  filled  or  worn).  The 
strikes  on  silver  and  copper  suggest  late  die  states. 

4.  Fuld  134/481  is  an  obvious  restrike  of  dies  used  for  Civil  War 
store  cards  and  an  1844  political  medal. 

5.  The  large  number  of  special  258/446  varieties  — undersized 
planchets,  oversized  planchets  (26mm),  over  Miller  NY  1065,  over 
Miller  PA  196,  over  C-N  cent,  over  U.S.  quarter,  over  English 
shilling,  and  white  metal  variety  — leaves  little  doubt  that  these 
were  restrikes  created  especially  for  the  collectors. 

Dealers  of  Civil  War  tokens  frequently  express  their  concern  that 
the  prices  of  restrikes  will  go  down  after  the  publication  of  an  article 
such  as  this  one.  There  is  no  need  to  be  alarmed.  Modern  CWT 
hobbyists  buy  what  they  like  despite  the  cautions  from  the  writers. 
In  fact  it  is  amazing  how  similar  modern-collector  tastes  are  to 
those  of  Groh,  Jenks,  and  Levick  — the  fellows  who  ordered  the  re- 
strikes in  the  first  place.  The  prices  realized  of  recent  mail-bid  auc- 
tions support  this  conclusion  (See  Auction  Notes  in  recent  issues  of 
The  Copperhead  Courier). 

The  closing  word  to  the  Horatios  and  the  dealers  of  our  hobby  is 
“processi!”  We  need  them  both. 
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Private  Scrip  — 
Blood  Brothers 
to  Civil  War 
Tokens

As  fun,  profit,  history,  knowledge  and  acquisition  motivate  us,  let 
us  expand  our  horizons  and  take  a glance  into  the  field  of  private 
issued  scrip  during  the  Civil  War  which  was  the  immediate  forerun- 
ner of  the  Copperheads’  (Civil  War  Tokens).  It  was  the  copper- 
heads that  finally  drove  out  the  less  popular  paper  scrip. 

At  the  onset  of  the  Civil  War,  an  economic  crisis  of  great  magni- 
tude overtook  this  nation.  Panic  gripped  the  Union.  The  govern- 
ment found  it  necessary  to  float  large  loans.  Inflation  began  its  up- 
hill march.  Precious  metals  soared  in  value  and  speculation  in  preci- 
ous metals  resulted  in  large  amounts  of  gold  and  silver  to  be 
shipped  to  Canada,  South  America  and  Europe.  News  from  the 
battlefronts  was  disheartening  as  the  Confederacy  was  winning  the 
opening  battles.  Hard  money  was  disappearing  faster  than  the  mint 
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could  coin  it. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  there  was  no  official  United  States 
paper  money  used  in  this  country  since  the  debacle  of  paper  cur- 
rency of  the  Revolutionary  War.  At  that  time  the  value  of  Continen- 
tal dollars  dwindled  to  such  depths  that  the  expression  “Not  worth 
a Continental”  was  literally  and  figuratively  ingrained  in  the  con- 
science of  Americans  so  thoroughly  that  the  government  never  dar- 
ed to  issue  paper  money  since  the  founding  of  our  republic.  All  legal 
economic  transactions  were  conducted  with  gold  and  silver  coin  of 
the  realm  and  now  the  government  found  it  necessary  to  suspend 
specie  payments.  The  suspension  of  specie  payments  created  chaos. 

Even  copper  coins  were  no  where  to  be  found  as  everyone  was 
caught  up  in  the  panic  of  hoarding.  An  upper  floor  in  a warehouse  in 
New  York  City  actually  collapsed  under  the  strain  of  the  tremend- 
ous weight  of  the  tons  of  copper  coins  being  hoarded  there.  People 
holding  copper  coins  were  getting  a 20%  premium  for  them. 

In  many  parts  of  the  country  business  was  coming  to  a complete 
standstill.  The  barter  system  was  used  in  the  more  rural  areas,  but 
what  were  the  urban  centers  to  do  to  transact  everyday  business  af- 
fairs? One  couldn’t  very  well  give  a stagecoach  driver  a chicken  for 
a ride  and  if  he  did  what  could  he  be  given  for  change? 

Yankee  ingenuity  was  ever  present  and  small  paper  notes  promis- 
ing redemption  at  a place  of  business  or  specific  bank  was  given  out 
by  many  establishments.  People  were  not  too  keen  on  accepting 
these  items  but  had  little  choice  in  the  matter.  The  barter  system 
was  no  longer  feasible  in  our  complex  economic  society  and  soon 
every  segment  of  the  economy  was  involved  in  unraveling  the  noose 
gripping  the  country. 

Mayors  and  city  councils  began  issuing  their  own  promises  to 
pay.  Banks  were  forced  to  do  likewise.  Drug  stores,  grocery  stores, 
restaurants,  hotels  and  almost  every  business  imaginable  was  in 
the  act  of  issuing  promissory  notes  to  be  redeemed  in  either  goods 
or  bank  notes  (private  scrip)  or  actual  U.S.  funds  just  to  meet  the 
daily  necessity  of  conducting  business. 

It  should  be  noted  that  private  fractional  scrip  was  only  one  of 
many  experiments  being  carried  on  by  the  business  community. 
Postage  stamps  having  been  introduced  in  1847  seemed  to  many  to 
represent  a more  stabile  form  of  currency  as  it  was  government 
issued  and  could  be  used  at  least  for  posting  letters  and  we  find 
postage  stamps  being  actually  used  to  buy  and  sell  in  the  market 
place.  Their  inability  to  hold  up  long  proved  very  inappropriate  as 
they  tended  to  get  dirty,  the  gummed  backs  would  make  them  stick 
together  and  in  the  rain,  they  were  impossible. 

Next,  small  postage  stamp  envelopes  were  sold,  with  amounts 
written  on  the  outside  to  hold  the  stamps,  but  there  were  cumber- 
some as  they  had  to  be  opened  up  and  counted.  One  incident  told  of 
a New  York  conductor  holding  up  the  envelopes  to  the  light  to 
check  the  stamps  within  only  to  find  out  later  that  small  pieces  of 
colored  paper  was  substituted  for  postage  stamps  by  the  larcenous

rider.  This  problem  was  somewhat  solved  by  Mr.  Gault  who  invent- 
ed the  metal  and  mica  encased  postage  stamp  with  advertising  on 
the  back.  Meanwhile  the  run  on  postage  stamps  was  so  great  that 
Mr.  Gault  was  unable  to  buy  enough  for  his  business. 

The  government  then  stepped  into  the  picture  and  seeing  how  en- 
thusiastically the  populace  accepted  postage  stamps  went  into  the 
paper  currency  business  by  making  at  first  its  fractional  postal  cur- 
rency, and  later  followed  by  the  four  series  of  fractional  currency. 
All  the  while,  the  small  copper  and  brass  tradesman  and  patriotic 
tokens  were  also  being  eagerly  accepted. 

Thus,  briefly  do  we  have  an  introduction  to  the  solving  of  our 
economic  crisis  during  the  Civil  War.  The  financial  problem  was  not 
really  solved  as  one  could  buy  official  U.S.  governmental  issued 
notes,  fractional  and  greenbacks,  at  substantial  discounts  as  most 
people  had  little  faith  in  governmental  issues  as  well.  The  discounts 
depended  upon  the  specific  conditions  at  the  time  and  could  be  com- 
pared somewhat  with  our  stock  market  today. 

Civil  War  token  collectors  cannot  divorce  private  fractional  scrip 
from  the  field  of  metallic  tokens.  These  paper  (sometimes  card- 
board) issues  served  the  same  purpose  as  did  the  civil  war  tokens. 
They  alleviated  the  financial  difficulties  that  presented  itself  to  the 
country.  These  paper  bills  had  a range  greater  than  the  copper- 
heads. States  that  did  not  issue  CW  tokens  had  issues  of  paper. 
There  are  issues  from  Vermont,  Delaware,  plus  the  others  and  in- 
cluding the  Confederacy  and  the  specific  southern  states.  Most  are 
dated  1862,  but  some  are  dated  1861  and  1863.  Some  of  these  paper 
notes  were  printed  while  fractional  currency  was  circulating  and 
from  time  to  time  one  finds  private  issues  very  similar  in  design  to 
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those  made  by  the  government. 

These  fractional  private  notes  were  smaller  in  size  than  the  brok- 
en bank  notes  that  circulated  during  the  19th  century.  Some  were 
no  larger  than  lx2-inches  and  all  sizes  up  to  almost  present  dollar 
size.  No  one  type  of  paper  was  used,  some  scrip  was  made  of  a cheap 
quality  newsprint  and  others  of  the  highest  quality  rag  bond.  Even 
the  workmanship  in  printing  covered  a vast  range.  Some  were 
nothing  but  a simple  printed  chit,  while  others  were  designed  by 
master  craftsmen,  and  were  no  less  impressive  than  our  governmen- 
tal issued  paper.  Some  notes  had  fine  engraving  depicting  our 
national  heroes  as  Washington  and  Jefferson,  other  notes  depicted 
scenes  of  the  farm  or  ocean,  some  notes  displayed  patriotic  motifs 
and  others  dogs,  trains,  famous  buildings,  etc. 

Many  notes  were  of  one  color,  which  might  be  black  or  brown,  or 
green.  Some  notes  were  multicolored  and  with  blended  shadings. 
You  find  notes  both  uniface  and  with  reverse  printings.  Most  notes 
were  numbered,  usually  by  hand  and  most  notes  seemed  to  be  sign- 
ed, with  hand  signed  signatures  quite  often.  Some  notes  even  have 
several  signatures.  I suspect  that  having  handsigned  notes  gave 
more  credibility  to  these  notes. 

The  majority  of  notes  are  found  with  specific  dates,  late  1862  and 
early  1863  being  most  common.  Almost  all  have  city  and  state  list- 
ed, in  larger  cities,  specific  addresses  are  found  and  the  issuer  is 
named,  whether  it  be  a company  or  governmental  agency.  The 
values  listed  range  from  one  cent  to  90^  with  everything  in  between 
including  such  amounts  as  VAit,  4<£,  15<£,  20 i etc.  to  mention  but  a 
few. 


I have  been  unable  to  restrict  my  collection  to  just  Civil  War 
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tokens.  As  my  knowledge  increases  so  do  my  desires.  My  collection 
includes  encased  postage  stamps,  postal  and  fractional  currency, 
political  tokens  of  the  period,  sutler  tokens  and  scrip,  and  of  course, 
private  scrip.  My  latest  acquisition  and  one  of  my  most  prized 
pieces  is  a small  bluish  envelope  that  held  254  worth  of  postage 
stamps.  It  was  made  by  Leach  Stationary  of  New  York. 

The  issuer  of  this  note  is  E.W.  Hall  of  Whitehall,  N.Y.  This  is  the 
same  Hall  who  is  the  only  issuer  of  the  storecard  of  this  town.  This 
note  not  only  pictures  a dime  both  obverse  and  reverse,  but  has  Mr. 
Hall’s  signature  along  the  bottom  right  side.  This  note  strengthens 
my  feelings  about  the  brotherhood  of  CW  tokens  and  private  scrip! 

Berry’s  5 4 restaurant  note  is  used  to  demonstrate  to  the  purists 
in  our  society  that  paper  money  is  a token.  This  note  states,  “Will 
receive  this  token  for  refreshments  at  FIVE  CENTS  ...” 

The  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  Jersey  City  issued  a 5 4 note 
to  be  redeemed  one  year  from  date.  This  was  an  experiment  in  a 
type  of  selling  bonds.  This  is  a beautifully  engraved  note  on  high 
quality  paper.  It  feels  like  money  and  looks  like  money.  This  note 
was  made  by  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.  Notice  the  semantic  way 
around  — “Certificate  of  Value”. 

This  104  Druggist  Currency”  note  is  a satire  on  the  3rd  issue  U.S. 
fractional  note  that  was  made  in  1864  or  later.  Note  the  similarity 
of  the  many  features  with  just  slight  variations.  The  U.S.  govern- 
ment failed  to  mention  the  word  cents  on  this  note  and  it  antedates 
the  1883  Liberty  nickel  in  that  sense. 

This  note  also  demonstrates  the  high  competency  of  private  en- 
graving in  the  U.S.  There  was  so  much  counterfeiting  of  U.S.  frac- 
tional currency  that  the  government  continually  kept  changing  its 
designs  and  processes  to  try  to  deter  counterfeiters.  Because  of  the 
high  quality  engraving  being  done  on  fractional  currency  by  coun- 
terfeiters, the  fractional  currency  shields  were  manufactured  and 
dispersed  throughout  the  country  so  as  to  compare  the  genuine 
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article  with  those  of  private  enterprise  manufacture. 

This  is  a good  example  of  a small,  simple,  uniface  chit  without 
complex  design  and  illustration.  Let’s  face  it,  a note  is  only  as  good 
as  the  company  that  stands  behind  it.  You  can’t  judge  a stock  by 
the  pretty  illustrated  stocks  it  issues. 

This  is  one  of  the  few  notes  in  my  collection  that  is  made  void  by 
having  holes  punched  through  th  signature.  This  needs  to  be  men- 
tioned at  this  point.  There  are  so  few  of  these  notes  today  not  only 
because  paper  cannot  stand  the  ravages  of  time,  and  people  thought 
them  to  be  of  no  value,  but  it  was  also  true  that  merchants’ just 
burned  all  redeemed  notes  in  many  cases.  Keeping  signed  notes 
around  was  no  different  than  having  money  lying  around.  Through 
theft,  these  notes  could  be  reused. 

All  three  notes  are  from  New  Hampshire  with  notes  b and  c hav- 
ing been  printed  on  the  back  with  advertising.  Fifty  years  ago  or 
more  these  notes  had  no  value,  so  this  coin  dealer  made  advertising 
cards  of  his  vast  stock  of  “worthless”  notes.

An  advertisement 
promoting  prepublication  sales  of  the  catalog  to  CWTS  members  only  else- 
where in  this  issue  of  The  Copperhead  Courier. 

We  thank  the  following  editors  for  all  their  hard  work  in  preparing  the 
various  sections  of  this  wonderful  catalog:  Dale  Cade,  David  Gladfelter, 
Larry  Grinstead,  Jon  Harris,  Steve  McMahon,  Bob  O’Brien,  Dan  Phillips, 
Fred  Reed,  and  Richard  Rossa. 

Dues  will  remain  at  $5.00  for  1980.  Any  deficit  in  our  1980  journal  costs 
will  be  paid  for  by  using  a small  part  of  our  patriotic  catalog  profits.  Most  if 
not  all  of  the  catalog  profits  will  be  used  to  develop  additional  CWT  refer- 
ence books.  So  buy  the  patriotic  catalog  and  help  promote  our  future  book 
program. 

If  we  would  all  sign  up  a new  member  before  the  end  of  the  year  there 
would  be  no  need  to  subsidize  our  1980  journal  costs.

A revision  to  Section  7 of  the  CWTS  By-Laws  (See  V7N2p50)  was 
suggested  by  Dale  Cade  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Board  to  read: 
“Members  more  than  30  days  in  arrears  may  be  dropped  for  non-payment  of 
dues  after  two  notices.’’  The  advantage  of  this  change  is  that  the  society 
saves  the  cost  of  mailing  the  Spring  Issue  of  the  Courier  to  60-90  members 
who  do  not  renew  their  membership  each  year.  Members  are  encouraged  to 
remit  their  1980  renewals  before  1 January  to  save  Frank  Crowther,  Mem- 
bership Manager,  the  time  and  expense  of  sending  a second  notice. 

John  Canfield  and  Jon  Harris  elected  not  to  run  again  for  the  Board  of 
Governors  in  the  recent  election.  Both  have  been  active  in  our  society,  and 
their  leadership  will  be  missed.  John  sparked  the  publication  of  both  the  first 
and  second  editions  of  the  U.S.  Civil  War  Store  Cards  catalog.  These  enter- 
prises expanded  our  CWTS  treasury  from  several  hundred  dollars  to  over 
$10,000.00.  Jon’s  cataloging  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society’s  collec- 
tion in  New  York  City  increased  our  knowledge  of  both  patriotics  and  store 
cards.
